The muse of history is suggestively repre- 
gented gazing backward into the past. 
When we would commune with her she 
does not, as the enchantress of Endor at 
the bidding of Saul, summon singly the 
phantoms of vanished empire, but they rise 
in groups, those actors that have filled in 
the long centuries. At the mention of 
this king of Judea a most remarkable galaxy 
of contemporaries appear, Julius Caesar, 
Pompey, Crassus, Mark Antony, Cleopatra, 
Octavius Caesar, the Asmonaean princess, 
Mariamme, the peer of Cleopatra’s self in 
beauty, the kingly Aristobulus, her brother, 
all intimately connected with the events 
of Herod’s career. 

When we look at some of the grotesque 
representations of Assyrian art, every ob- 
ject stretched out in a straight line, we 
have only furnished us the details of which 
we ourselves must be the artist in construct- 
ing the picture; but when we coutemplate 
a picture where perspective has been re- 
garded and each object has been presented 
in relation to the whole, we have a just 
apprehension of the conception “bodied 
forth.” In order, thea, that we may 
properly estimate the personality of Heroa, 
it will be important to review some of the 
pages of contemporary history together 
with events in Jewish annals preceding his 
reign, thus arriving at causes which culmi- 
nated in this Idumaean usurper occupying 
the throne of David, wearing the crown 
of the anointed of the Lord, while ordering 
the slaughter of the true heir of David 
the rightful king of the Jews, whose royal

fas a Cross. 
ey va the extirpation of the Israelitish 
nationality by Assyria and the captivity of 
Uvdah and Benjamin by the king of 
Babylon,: Palestine was the subject of 
ever-varying vicissitudes In a constant 
change of masters. Cyrus's conquest of 
Babylon resulted in subjecting Palestine to 
the Persians under Darius. The next 
change was Grecian domination 
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ASSAULT OF ROBBERS 


‘Herod’s Daring — of Letting Down Sol- 
ers. 


‘Alexander, to be succeeded by Egyptian 
domination under the Ptolemies, Syrian 
domination under Antiochus and his suc- 
cessors, Roman domination under the 
Caesars, by whose authority the Herods 
reigned as tributary kings. 
The chapter of Syrian supremacy will 
introduce us to the forces that elevated 
Herod to sovereignty. Antiochus Epiphanes 
determined to have uniformity of religion 


throughout the territories. In all ages we 


find religion a phase of national life. Nas 
content with rule over the body, sovereigns 
aspire to extend their sway over the do- 
main of the spiritual, the penetralia of 
man’s inner life, and have united the regal 
Saul offering 
eacrifice, Julius Oaesar as Pontifex 
Maximus, Henry the Eighth, as defender 
of the faith, ad libitum, serve as examples. 

Antiochus required the Jews to sacrifice 

to idols, eat swine’s flesh and participate in 
the disgusting orgies of the rites of Bacchus, 
substituted for the Jewish god—command- 
ed feast of tabernacles; revels so abhorrent 
to natural virtue that as they were cele- 
brated in the later days 
Greece they shocked the 
bilities of the older Romans. 
Jews were persecuted in the most ruthless 
manner. The day of their national life 
seemed, indeed, drawing to a cose; its 
sun destined to set either in idolatrous 
worship, or extinction. But God was near; 
not in portents, as He had delivered Israel 
from Pharaoh, but by the moral force of 
human virtues were His chosen people 
rescued in this hour of extreme peril. 
Loyalty to that ineffable deity. the god 
of his fathers, inspired the aged Mattathias 
to resist the royal edict to sacrifice to idols 
and begin the revolutions continued by his 
five heroic sons, which, after fourteen 
years of extraordinary valor, emancipated 
their countrymen. After the deavh of 
Antiochus Epiphanes, Demetrius, pis 
nephew, the true heir of the Syrian throne, 
who had been a hostage in Rome, determ- 
fined to reclaim his heritage. His rival was 
Alexander, a pretended son of his Uncle 
Antiochus. Jonathan, the Macabaean, 
fifth son of Mattathias, being in a position 
avhere his influence was of import, was as- 
siduously courted by each of the rivals. 
Alexander sent him a purple robe and a 
crown of geld, and nominated him to the 
high priesthood. (Mattathias was of a 
priestly family.) Jonathan assumed these 
insignia at the feast of taber- 
nacles (B. ©. 153). and thus 
began the line of the priest-princes of 
the Asmonaean family, religious sectarian- 
ism degenerated into political partisanship 
and personal aims and animosities, wrang- 
ling and internecine feuds—the same old 
iteration of history—make up subsequent 
ehapters. 

Antipos, the grandfather of Herod, had 
deen governor of Adunmala during the 
reign of Alexander Jannmeus. Antipater, 
father of Herod. acquired great influence 
over Hyrcanus II, son of Alenander Jan- 
naeus. As his chief minister he purposed 
being sovereign in all but name. 

Alexander’s younger brother determined 
to exercise supreme power himself. During 
the civil war in Rome, the fate of Judaea, 
like that of the world, hung in trembling 
suspense. Caesar, master of Rome, sent 
Aristobulus, son of Alexander, an order to 
create a diversion in the province of Pal- 
estine. The party of Pompey contrived to 
prison Aristobulus and Scipio executed his 
son. Hyrcanus, or rather Antipater, under 
his name retained the sovereignty of Ju- 
daea. After the death of Pompey Ceasar 
nided Cleopatra’s claims in Egypt against 
her brother's wiley toinisters. Antipater 
aided Mithridates, the ally of Caesar, 
assisted in the reduction of Peclusium and 
distinguished himself in a decisive engage- 
ment. Caesar gave him the right of Roman 
citizenship and made him procurator of 
Judaea. Antipater emboldened by success 
and the weak temperament of Hyrcanus, 
appointed his oldest son-to the government 
of Jerusalem and Herod to that of Gal- 
jlee. Uicrod’s first enterprise was to 
rid his domain of notorious banditti. His 
ingeuuity certainly claims the merit of 
originality. The resorts of these robbers 
were cliffs perforated by a multitude of 
caverns, hoes and narrow passages. 4 
modern traveler tells us that the walis 
and fortifications which united these 
caverns and defended them against attack 
still exist. After various expeditions to 
expel these bandits Herod let boxes, filled 
with soldiers, down the precipice and landed 
them at the entrance of the caverns. This 
daring exploit succeeded. By fire and 
- sword, the freebooters and their families 
were exterminated. IIlerod executed a 
notorious bandit and his confederates. The 
leading Jews, jealous of Idumean influence, 
revailed upon Hiyreanus that he had in- 
ringed the jaw in not having a legal trial. 

Herod, manifestly, was a believer in 
the summary measures of our modern 
Judge \Lynch. Nothing daunted, he ap- 
eared (in Jerusalem before that aucuet 

dv—tl Sanhedrin—an. ecclesiastical 
_judicatury clad in purple and armour. One 
alope had the courage to rebuke him 
* for not fcoming in h guise. Hyr- 
‘canus sigdidly adjourned tha trial, and sent 


under 


: 


@ sécret message to Herod to seck dafety | 
in flight. Herod obeyed the warning, and | 
found refuge at Damascus. Bribing Sextus 
Caesar, who was at that time in Damae- 
cus, he obtained military command of 
Coela-Syria. He advanced against Jerusa- 
lem, but his father prevailed on him to 
withdraw his forces. Cassius assumed the 
administration of Syria, on the assassina- 
tion of Caesar. Herod at once inzgratiated 
himself with the one in ascendancy, 
aided in collecting the heavy exactions of 
Cassius on poor, oppressed Judea—so heavy 
the tribute extorted that the whole popula- 
tion of some of the towns were sold to 
satisfy the demand. A new enemy, Anti- 
gonus, the surviving son of Aristobulus, 
materialized at this juncture, and advanced 
into Galilee. Herod promptly repulsed and 
defeated him. When the destiny of the 
empire was decided at Philippi, Herod, 
with his wonted promptness, offered his 
allegiance to Mark Antony, whose star 
was now resplendent in its zenith. He 
presented him wmunificent donations of 
money. Antony was won. 

Antigonus determined to make another 
throw for his crown, and offered for the 
assistance of the Parthians a thousand 
talents and five hundred Jewish women. 
The conflict was so deadly, the streets 
of Jerusalem streamed with gore. But, 
like Napoleon, defeat only elevated Herod 
to empire. ‘he Parthians entrapped his 
brother Phasael, but not the wily Herod, 
who succeeded in eluding his enemies and 
reached the fortress of Masada. ‘The 
journey was so perfous that Herod, in 
despair, had almost attempted his own 
life. At Masada his brother Joseph met 
him with troops from Idumea. Leaving 
him in command of Masada, Herod went to 
Arabia, thence to Egypt, and at length 
Pea ype had betrothed the radiant 

ncess Mariamne, who possessed the con- 
stitutional bravery of the most intrepid 
of her Maccabaean ancestors. Her brother, 
Aristobulus (the Asmonaean dynasty seems 
remarkable for extreme paucity of names) 
united ~ the claims of the rival 
sons of Alexander Jannaeus, and 
oe purposed advocating his interest 
all “ey Antony and Augustus con- 

“ene the crown of Judaea on Herod and 
the decree was confirmed by the Roman 
senate. His first care was to rescue his 
cag Spot besieged by Antigonus at 
Masada. lerod raised a force, united 
with some Roman auxiliaries, overran 
Galilee, relieved Masada nd besieged Je- 
rusalem—the conquest of the capital 
found him king of Judaea, Herod never 
had greater need of his sagacity than in 
the hour of his success. The people would 
not have brooked this alien Idumean, usurp- 
ing the office of the pontificate. Herod in- 
vited an obscure individual of the lineage 
of the High Priest Ananel from Babylon. 
The mother of Mariamne was indignant 
at her own son being ignored. She sen: 
the pictures of her two beautiful children 
to Antony to awaken his interest in their 
personal perfection. Herod, a true diplo- 
mat, immediately displaced Ananel and ele- 
vated his wife’s brother—think of even the 
dauntless Herod stnding in awe of his moth- 
er-in-law. She had been in correspondence 
with Cleopatra and. purposed seeking the 
court of Egypt with Aristobulus. But 
Herod’s vigilance was too great for her. 
When the beautiful prince, the lineal heir 
to the throne, the impersonation of youth 
and grace, performed the sacred office, 
clad in the gorgeous vestments of the high 
priest at one of the solemn feasts, Herod 
saw too plainly the feelings he inspired. 
The young Asmonean was a rival to be 
feared. St. Matthew, the sacred historian, 
tells us “Herod bade the wise men to go 
and search diligently for the young child; 
and when ye have found him. bring me 
word again, that I may come and worship 
him also.” ‘We see the same dissemblage 
in Herod’s conduct toward the lovely Ma- 
cedonian youth; for he artfully concealed 
his jealously and united in the universal 
admiration of Aristobulus. But very soon 
after, this exquisite being found a watery 
grave in a pool at Jericho. Herod, an 
archhypocrite, grieved ostentatiously, but 
the populace saw through the diaphanous 
disguise. Alexander sent word to Cleopa- 
tra of her son’s murder. Cleopatra sympa- 
thized and bethought her of adding Judaea 
to Egypt. Antony was then her devoted 
vassal. Herod’s tuin was imminent. But 
with hie wonted decision he set out to per- 
sonally interview Antony. His arguments 
lost nothing by being enforced with large 
bribes. He left orders for Mariamne to 
be put to death instantly should he fail of 
success. He did not care for her to be the 
possession of the susceptible Antony. A 
false report reached Jerusalem that Herod 
had been slain by Antony. Alexander and 
Mariamne at once adopted measures for 
securing the throne. The report was cor- 
rected and their plans came to naught. 
Salome, Herod’s sister and evil genius, 
resentful at Mariamne’s haughty treatment 
persuaded Herod: his queen had been in- 
constant. Herod found her charms irre- 
sistible and was reconciled. Mariamne 
upbraided him, “If he had really loved her 
would he have ordered her execution. 
Herod would have then and there taken 
her life, but her beauty was an invulnera- 
ble panoply. That saved her from his bru- 
tality. His whole vengeance descended 
upon the governor—the co-respondent of 
Salome’s accusations—whom he ordered to 
be put to death, and his mother-in-law 
whom he imprisoned with every expression 

indignity. 

vien Cleopatra returned from accom. 
anving Antony in a campaign to the 
fuphrates. she entered Jerusalem. A his- 
torian says: “Herod was in as_- great 
danger now from her love as from her 
hate.” Possibly he was guarded by his 
love for the beautiful Mariamne. He re- 
pelled the fascinating sorceress and seri- 
ously thought of her assassination as rid- 
ding himself of a dangerous neighbor. 
He was prevailed upon to forego his pur- 
pose. When the battle of Actium wreathed 
Octavious Ceasar with the laurel of con- 
quest, Herod, ever ready to give acclaim 
to the rising sun, left Mariamne in the 
fortress of Alexandrian with orders of her 
death in the event of his own, and appear- 
ed before the conqueror without his crown, 
but with the august bearing of an inide- 
pendent sovereign. He argued that the 
steadfastness of his friendship to Antony 
was proof of a loyalty that Caesar admired 
the man. He bade him resume his crown. 
However fickle the goddess Fortune, she 
seemed ever to have a smile for the bold 
Idumean. 

Mariamne on her return, in deep mm- 
brage at her life being the puppet of 
Herod’s will, fearlessly expressed her dis- 
pleasure. One day, in the bitterness of her 
soul, she reproached him for the murder 
of her family—the youthful Aristobuluse— 
the aged Hyrcanus, et al. Salome now saw 
her opportunity, and suborned Herod's eup- 
bearer to accuse the queen of bribing him 
to poison his master. The tribunal, in 
awe of Herod’s power, sentenced Mariamne 
to death. Herod only intended her im- 
prisonment, but Salome and his mother 
worked upon the dark moods of the king, 
and the edict for her death was at last 
issted. But revenge ws soon lost in 
agony—remorse succeeded to jealous rage, 


“Oh, Mariamne! Where art thou? 
Thou canst not hear my bitter pleading: 
Ah, couldst thon—thou wouidst pardon now. 
cy heaven were to my prayer unheed- 
ng. 


“She’s gone, who shared my diadem:

“And mine’s the guilt and mine the hell, 
This bosom’s desolation dooming;

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AN OLD PIRATE, 


Life of Strange Romance Revealed by 
the Manuscript He Left. 


HE WAS A GRONY OF LAFITTE. 


Killed a Rival inthe Plunder Cove of Bay 
St. Louisand Enew Very Little Peace 
Of Conscience Afterwards. 


Three or four years ago, in a little hut 
on the bank of a bayou near Barataria bay, 
just by New Orleans, their died a singular 
old man, who supported himself by hunting. 
His gun, a curious dirk, and some manu- 
script was left to a man who attended him 
in his last sickness. This manuscript, 
written in the French of an educated man, 
was published in The New York Evening 
Post the other day. It is a partial account 
of romantic interest of the dead man’s con- 
nection with the Louisiana pirates, This 
is the story: 

“IT was born, or rather I began my mis- 
fortunes, in the town of Bayonne, France, 
for from that time to this I have never ex- 
perienced anything but misfortune. Until 
after I left school 1 was a dreamer. I 
spent most of my time reading the poets and 
trying to imitate them as best I could. 
Naturally | was out of touch with the prac- 
tical world, and my guardian, to whom 1 
had been intrusted at the early death of 
my parents, had no patience with me, for 
he was a man who lived wholly for money; 
he considered nothing of value unless it 
brought him money. He never read any- 
thing himself, and he despised any one else 
that did; and how often has he turned 
purple in the face, and brought down his 
heavy stick with a thump, either on the 
floor or on my back, as the case might be, 
when he discovered any of wy attempts at 
the art of poetry. 

“At a rather tender age I was sent to a 
school which Dominique You, my future 
leader, was just about to leave. Every one 
seemed to have some ill-feeling against him, 
aud he returned spite for spite with right 
good will; but, much as they scorned and 
ill-treated bim, he always @ore off the 
prizes. Strange to say, he took a great 
fancy to me, though he was much older 
than I; and 1 remember how we kept up a 
eort of war with all the rest of the school, 
and how we would walk along together, 
upburdening to one another our troubles at 
home and at school. 

“After Dominique left I was forced to 
carry on the battie alone. My schoolmates 
seemed to have trausferred al! the hatred 
they had for hiin to me; but 1 consoled my- 
spelt wit hthe society of the wuses, thoug 
my studies suffered in consequence, and 
it brewed much mischief at home for me 
with my guardian, and cost me many a 
whack from the cane he always had with 
him, and on which he leaned when he had 
the gout. By the time | hal finished school 
my guardian had succeeded in getting pos- 
session of what litule fortune ] once had. 
While 1 stayed at his house, looking for 
solne Opportuurly to siurt out for myself in 
life, his treatment of me was barbarous. 
At last his treatment of me one night 
passed all human endurance, and for the 
first time J retorted. tHe had been drinking 
heavily, and his gout was sharper than 
usual.

How he 
twisted and struggled, and what pleasure 
it was to choke him who had beaten me 
so often—had treated me worse than a 
dog—had stolen my money, and then turn- 
ed me off! 1 was crazed with anger, and 
I held to his throat until he answered for 
all his sins. 

“T had intended to rob him as he had 
robbed me, but as I stood gazing at him 
his pallid, distorted face looked so ghastly 
in the moonlight that I stood unable to 
move, and then all the horror of my crime 
rushed upon me, and I fled in terror. On 
the edge of the town I met Dominique 
You, whom I had not seen in four vears. 
He had been cheated of all his possessions. 
had been imprisoned on a false charge. 
and was now, like myself, fleeing from 
France, with human blood on his hands. 

“We fled to Louisiana, and with about 
fifty men like ourselves made our way to 
Rarataria bay and joined Lafitte. We 
were his allies, but were not under his 
command, for we were all hardened men 
who had been wronged by the law and 
society, and we meant to hoist the black 
flag. and be open, red-handed pirates, while 
Lafitte was a mere smuggler, and shrank 
from committing what he called atrocities.

HE LOOKS AFTER THE SICK. 


How the Yellow Fever Patients Are Nursed. 


A Record Is Kept of All: 

Brunswick, Ga., October 29.—One who ob- 
serves the campaign Surgeon Murray is con- 
ducting in this epidemie cannot but be im- 
pressed with dts thoroughness, A thorough 
organizer, strict discipliuarian, he has not 
failed to give satisfaction to the head of the 
service, a3 Was evidenced by the surgeon 
general's high compliments to him during his 
recent visit to Camp Detention. 

One of the features of this campaign is the 

organized bureau of nurses under the superin- 
tendency of O, V. Barkuivo. Mr. Barkuloo is 
a& young Brunswickian, known and liked by 
every one who has met him. His work ip 
th.s epidemic started from the first as a 
volunteer nurse in charge of the late Surgeon 
John W. Branham, His services then were 
tendered as a relief on behalf of bis friends, 
Drs. J. A. Dunwoody and H. M. Branham, 
who were quarantifed in the house with Sur- 
geon Branham. His experience in previous 
epidem.cs proved valuable then. 
When the fever broke out in epidemic form 
in Brunswick Mr. Barkuloo submitted through 
Colonel Goodyear a pian that had beep 
agreed upon by Drs, Dunwoody, branbam, 
Hugh Burford and bimself for the organiza- 
tion of nurses, that afterwards proved well- 
timed. His plun was approved by Brunswick's 
then govern.ug bod.eg and Mr. Barkuloo was 
juaceud 1 clurge, bHKignt uays afterwards, 
Wien Surgeon wiurray, on pehalf of the 
severnment, assumed control of the uurses 
and physicians, with the consent of all cop- 
nected, Le examined inio the nurse bureau. 
pronounced it aimost perfect and requested 
Mr. Barkuloo to cont.nue its superintendency. 
Getting bis forces in order Surgeon Mur- 
ray then organ.zed this system. Wher any 
regular physician visits a pauent and de- 
tertuines that a Nurse is needed he asks 
Whether any special person is desired. If 
the pat.ent has no choice the physicians gives 
an order for one, stating on the face of the 
order the hour, date, name of patient, ad- 
dress, sex and color. Superintendent Barku- 
loo then visits the patient , and if no particu- 
lar nurse on his list of unengaged is desired 
he selects the best une suited to the ease and 
sees them report for duty. At the dischare 
or death of the patent the attending physi- 
Clan gives the nurse a certificate for services 
satisfactorily rendered, with the hour and 
date of discharge written on the face. 

The nurse brings this certificate at once to 
the marine hospital service headquarters and 
presents it to Superintendent Barkuloo, who 
enters it on his book and then turns it ove) 
to Hospital Steward J. N. Cragg. Surgeon 
Murray's private secretary. Steward 
iakes a Memorandum on bis books : 
out a voucher for the amount 
voucher endorsed first by the 
phys.cian and afterwards by Surgeon 
ray, When Surgeon Murray's si: 
pluced on ‘t Steward Crage enters ¢) 
amount on his payroll and it is returned 
the nurse, The bearer then presents it 
the collector of customs, who 
sovernment’s check for it, to be drawn o 
from the government deposit in a loca! bank 
The last act is the endorsement of the 
payee on the check, the receipt of the money 
from the teller and the system ts completed 
Its thoroughness speaks for itself. ; 

The position occupied by any nurse is nof 
a sinecure. The pay allowed them ‘s $1.50 
per day. A day of nursing is counted by 
twelve hours. Surgeagn Murray believes that 
no nurse can watch a patient over twelvy 
hours at a time properly, therefore he wo) 
not recognize any day as over twelve hours 
If the nurse remains the twentry-fonr hours 
he only receives pay for twelve Two 
nurses are provided each patient. They are 
on and off twelve hours each They ‘make

The Primaries Take Place Tomorrow and 
the Delegation to the Committee 


OF ONE HUNDRED WILL BE CHOSEN. 


Two ofthe Wards Have Out Two Tickets 


and Both are Composed of Good 
Men—Three Candidates Withdraw. 


The ward primaries will take place to- 
morrow. 

And the voting will begin at ‘$-o’clock 
ip the afternoon and will close at 7 o'clock. 

The indications now are that the election 
will be one of the warmest and most in- 
teresting the city has had in a long time, 
as the candidate interested jn the election 
of certain delegations are working hard 
to secure the selection of their choice ja 
the various wards. 

A complete history of elections in the 
city of Atlanta fails to show one at all 
like the one which is now on. Atlanta has 
seleeted candidates by primaries, and has 
chosen them by committees of one hun- 
dred, but never before have the candidates 
for aldermen and councilmen been named 
by both a primary and a committee of one 
fiundred. ‘Tomorrow, however, the plans 
combined will be given a trial and there 
are those who assert that it will prove so 
satisfactory that no other plan will ever 
be used. 

The combination plan is auother evidence 
that Atlantians always cole together in ev- 
erything rather than have factions. 

When the city executive committee first 
met to arrange for the coming election for 
two alderinen and seven councilmen there 
was a division in tbe body. Some of tle 
members wanted the candidates named by 
a committee of one hundred and wanted 
that committee of one huudred to be chosen 
by the wards in mass meetings. Other 
members of the executive committee wanted 
the candidates for the places selected bya 
primary und were bitterly opposed to ward 
amass meetings aud to committees of one 
hundred. ‘he division wus a strong one, 
and for a long time it looked very much as 
though the committee would not be able 
to do anything and that there would be a 
general break up. But when appearances 
Were most gloomy one of the members got 
in his work in the way of a compromise. 
That compromise suggested that the ecan- 
didates be selected by a committee of one 
hundred and that the gentlemen compos- 
ing that committee of one hundred be elect- 
ed at ward primuries. 

Those who favored the committee of one 
hundred could not object, as they were get- 
ting what they wanted. 

Neither could those who wanted the pri- 
mary oppose the plan, as they were given a 
chance to yote for the gentlemen who were 
to compose the committee of one hundred.

- K SILVER SPEECH. 


Jones, of Nevada, Talks About His Great 
Effort for the White Metal. 


BEGAN GATHERING IDEAS SIX MONTHS AGO 


He Mas Material on Hand for Half a Dozen 
Speeches-How the Senator Became 
Interested in Silver. 


Washington, November 4.—I had an 
evening with Senator Jones. of Nevada, 
shortly after he completed his great speech 
in the senate. There no difference of 
opinion about the greatness of Senator 
Jones’s speeches on finance. They are 
quoted by senators of both parties and of 
all shades of opinion as standard authority 
on the one side of the silver question. 
However much ai senator may  dis- 
agree with Mr. Jonés on financial ques- 
tions, he admires the Nevada senator's 
strength of thought and power of argu- 
ment. And the admiration of the sena- 
tor’s speeches not contined to public 
inen. They are much sought by students 
of finance all over the United States anid 
even abroad. The last speech on the sil- 
Ver question which Senator Jones made 
in the United States senate was delivered 
three years ago. Its delivery consumed 
two legislative days, and there was no ob- 
ject then in killing time. ‘Mhroughout these 
two days Mr. Jones had the most respect- 
ful attention from senators on both sides 
of the chamber. The speech which he has 
just completed has not oceupie$.a greater 
number of hours, though it has been spread 
out over a greater nunrber of days. 

Of the speech of 1890, one hundred thou- 
sand copies were put in cireulation. Al- 
most all of were sent AR response 
to requests, because the Seng tor believes 
that it is useless to attempt t dissgpiinate 
a doctrine by sending veal: Bon t ~ 
who are not seeking them. sent MO 
copies to newspaper editors, but with the} 
exceptions, the 100,000 copies were sent out 
by request. It is still in active demand. 
Since the speech of 1890 Mr. Jones has 
delivered another speech which he thinks 
is still more important—his speech before 
the monetary conference in Brussels. A 
resolution will probably be introduced in 
congress before long to provide for the pub- 
lication of the speeches of the American 
delegates to this conference. Only a few 
copies have been printed for the use of the 
state department.

A New Code, 

In a special memorial to \the house 
Governor Northen presented a \ommuni- 
cation from the committee of tie recent 
convention of superior court judg; 
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chief purpose of the communication was 


to suggest certain changes in the nal 
code which, in the language of the Mikado, 
would “make the punishment fit the 
crime.” 

It was in two parts. The first was a 
communication from the Hon. George F. 
(sober, of Marietta, suggesting the follow- 
ing revision of the code: That the section 
in reference Yo depositions apply to coun- 
ties of 10,000; that any party may compel 
the attendance of a witness on proper show- 
ing to the judge; that a commissioner have 
the fees of the clerk of the superior court 
for issuing subpenas; that a defendant in 
a criminal case be allowed to testify in his 
own behalf; also that husband and wife 
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be competent witnesses for each other: 
that in such cases the state have the right 
of cross-examination and the failure of a 
defendant to testify be not used against 
him. 

Also that the code be revised by a legis- 
lative committee of three; that there should 
be official reporters in each judicial dis- 
trict, paid by the state; that there should 
be some legislation to require more speedy 
determination of civil cases appealed to 
the supreme court. 

‘The second section is by Hon. C. J. 
Wellborn, of Dahlonega. It advises a re- 
vision Of the penal code. The following 
on of defective punishment were 
cited: 

Section 4390.

Under this section robbery 
ce is punished by imprisonment 
penitentiary, from four to tweatv 
years, Withont reference to the value of 
the thing taken. Thus the taking of a 
pocket knife or an article of less value by 
open force, would subject the taker to im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not Jess 
than four years. This is too much in some 
Cases, 

See, 4591. Punishes robbery by intimi- 
dation with imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary from two to five years. In many in- 
stances robbery by intimidation is just as 
heinous as robbery by open force. If the 
punishment for each class was made. say 
one to twenty years in the penitentiary, 
the courts could then adjust the penalty 
according to the circumstances of each 
case, 

Sec. 4406. Larceny of Papers—Under 
this section the penalty is confinement in 
the penitentiary from one to four years. 
If one steals a promissory. note for $1, 
he is guilty of a felony: while. under other 
sections, he may steal $49 and be guilty of 
only a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 4408. Plundering from Wrecked 
Vessels—The penalty under this section is 
confinement in the penitentiary from one 
to five years, without regard to the value 
of the article or thing taken. 

sec. 4414. Larceny from the House— 
This section covers a large part of all the 
larcenies committed, and makes the amount 
or value of the thing taken an important 
element of the crime. If the amount is 
less than $50, such a larceny is a misde- 
meanor, if over $50 a felony. In illustra- 
tion of the confusion which grows out of 
treating value of the stolen articles as an 
element of the erime in this section and 
dropping it out of other sections, T refer 
you to a case to ke found in 86 Georgia 
reports. nage 889. 

See. 4417. Breaking and Entering with 
the Intent to Steal. ete.—This is a misde- 
menanor even though the stealing occurs 
and without reference to amount stolen. 
If one steals $100,000 he would be guilty 
under this section of only a misdemeanor. 

See, 4422. Bailees—The penalty under 
this section is from two to seven yenrs 
regardless of valine, Thus a common car- 
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rier, often a boy, may convert an article 
in transitu worth 25 cents, and be guilty 
of a felony. Otherwise he could steal $49 
and be guilty of q@ misdemeanor only. 

Sec. 4542. Mayhem—The putting out of 
aun eve if one has two eves is a misdemean- 
or.

This bill was presented originally by Mr. 
Osborne, of Chatham, and its purpose is to 
amend the law in reference to the fees re- 
ceived by the inspector of oil. Under the 
present law, Mr. O'Neill explained, an oil 
inspector retains two-thirds of his fees up 
to the amount of $125 per month. If he 
does not receive fees sufficient to reach that 
sum there is no provision for paying it to 
him. On the other hand, it makes no differ- 
ence how large the amount of oil to be in- 
spected the inspector does not get a penny 
in advance of his $125 a month. In many 
instances inspectors have been compelled 
to employ deputies at their own expense and 
absolutely no incentive existed to turn into 
the state as large an amount in fees as 
possible. 

At the conclusion of his remarks the pre- 
vious question was moved and after a few 
moments discussion Mr. O'Neill moved that 
the bill for the time being lie upon the table. 
This motion was put to a vote and carried, 

The West End Annexation. 

The bill introduced by Mr. King for the 
annexation, passed by the house yesterday, 
carries into effect the agreement that was 
made by the governing authorities of these 
two cities for the amalgamation thereof. 
Under its operation water is to be provided 
for West End, and sewers laid, as in the 
city of Atlanta; a fire company is to be 
established, and the West End school is to 
come under the control of the Atlanta sys- 
tem of public schools. 

All of the assets of West End, ineclud- 
ing its interest in the schoolhouse and lot, 
which is nearly the entire ownership, all un- 
collected taxes, and other claims or prop- 
erty, are to be owned by the city of At- 
tanta. The latter city assumes the in- 
debtedness of West End, and, of course, 
all taxes on property therein will be paid 
into the treasury of Atlanta. 

The bill is very full and explicit in its 
provisions, and evinees great care and de- 
liberation in the making of the agreement 
that is embodied in it, and also marked 
legal accuracy and correctness in the draft- 
ing of it. Myr. King says this is due to the 
eareful attention which was given the mat- 
ter, in negotiating for an agreement by the 
members of the committees of annexation

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A NERVY CAPTURE. 


How Billy Barsford Arrested Three- 
Fingered Jack. 


THE DEPUTY SHERIFF WENT ALONE 


Into the Teton Basin and Brougkt Out the 
Horse Thief and Two o! His Pals, 
Burying the Third. 


From The New York Sun.. 

“I gay.’ s2id Colonel George Barry at the 
Lotog (lub one night last week, “] see they've 
got Three-flugered Jack at last. Killed him 
down on the strip one day last week. He 
Wert into a Jittle towr down there with a lot 
of other baud men and got filled full of fine, 
littie holes. 

“Well, sir, by gad! there was a horse thief 
for you. He lived simply to steal horses. It 
Wasn't a business with him, it was a passion, 
and he was a most exalted, supreme bigh ruler, 
grand past master of the art. There isn’t a 
town in the northwest where bis record is not 
known, and not a ranchman in Wyoming and 
Montana and half a dozen other states who 
won't be glad to know that Three-fiugered 
Jack has passed tn his checks. It’s curious, 
too, I’ve heard men who knew him say that 
Jack was soft 1s a woman about some things, 
and as hard as a woman about others. Lar- 
ring horse stealing he was honest as the day, 
and there wasn't a man wearing a six-shooter 
who'd go further or risk more to help a ‘pard’ 
out of a difficulty. I’ve heard it said that 
some men don’t know what it is to be afraid. 
Harry Ducello used to say Three-fingered Jack 
couldn’t comprehend fear when he saw it in 
others. I rather guess, though, that fear is a 
question of stomach, much as sea sickness is. 
Jack never would have been sea sick. I'll bet 
that sinking sensation of cold never struck 
the pit of his stomach. I’ve often thought 
that one reason why sailor men are, as a rule, 
sO brave, is simpiy that their stomachs are 
well bebaved. 

“But what I started out to tell was about 
the only time I ever heard of Vhree-tingered 
Jack’s being arrested. Iie had God knows 
how many fights with officers, lost his two 
fingers and got his distinctive title in one of 
‘em, I think. But somehow he always man- 
aged to come out first best. Barring, perhaps 
Scott Hyde, there wasn’t a quicker man with 
a gun in ell Wyoming or Montana, and when 
he shot he usually shot straight. 

“Well, sir, [ knew a man at Cheyenne, 
when I was stationed at Fort D. A. Russell, 
whose business was catching thieves. It was 
& passion with him, just as sicaling horses 
wus with Three-fingered Jack, only, if such 
a thing was possibie, it was a d—d sight 
Migzger ipasdion. H.s name was Rarsford, 
Biliy Barsford, and he was deputy sheriff of 
Laramie county. He was a fine, big fellow, 
unusually quiet, and the quickest man to 
move [ever saw. If there was anything Billy 
Barsford was afraid of he never ‘met up’ 
with it, as they say out there. 

“One day Billy Barsford made up his mind 
he’d get Three-fingered Jack. There'd been 
a big bunch of ponies run off from some 
ranches in the Sweetwater country, and the 
job was laid to Three-fingered Jack. Jack 
had a regularly organized band, with head- 
quarters over in what was then called the 
Teton basin, but I see they call it Jackson's 
hole now. It is just below where Robert Ray 
HMamilton’s dead body was found in the creek, 
Jack’s band was made up of some of the 
toughest men in Wyoming—good shots, fine 
riders and hard citizens, as good at a fight as 
at a drink, and always ready for either. The 
Teton basin wasn’t so well known in those 
days as it ts now, It wasn’t so almighty safe 
for strangers to be dropping around there 
promiscnously. In fact, it was so little known 
that it was commonly described as being ‘just 
over beyond the big Teton.’ 

“Well, when Billy Barsford made up his 
mind to get Three-fingered Jack, he didn’t 
say a word about it to anybody, but just to 
his horse and lit out for Fugie Rock. He had 
to go way round the Tetons and the basin 
to get there, but he wanted to make sure of 
the lay of the country before he tackled the 
ang. There were heavy rewards out for 
ack, and Bflly didn’t regard them with dlis- 
favor, although he used to tell me that the 
peng. thine that started him was the desire 
w ye the glory of catching Three-fingered 
ack all alone. Queer ideas of glory some 
men have. 

“Billy got over to Eagle Rock all right— 
they call it Idaho Falls now, I believe—and 
after fooling around there awhile and find ng 
out what he could about the Tetons, he went 
out to the Shoshone reservation and got an 
old chief there to make him a map of the 
Teton country. The old fellow drew it on a 
Shingle. It was an almighty rough map, as 
you can mighty well imayine, but it showed 
the lay of the country fairly well. and Billy 
got a pretty good notion of where he was 
trying to go. 

“Ry gad, sir, there wasn’t any gristle in 
the end of Billy Barsford’s breastbone. He's 
no spring chicken, What did he (i) 1g 
around that Shoshone camp four or five dars 
longer, and then make out to the old chief 
that he'd burned up by mistake rhe shingie 
on which the map was made and got the old 
buck to make him another, That night Billy 
compared the two shingles. The maps agreed 
in essential details. and Billy concluded the 
old Indian was playing fair with him. So he 
started out. He went up over the Tetons 
and down into the basin, as fine a picture 
of a little valley as a man wants to see lying 
veut of doors, with a little creek running 
through the middle of it and fine pasture 
grass growing. 

“As Billy went into the valley he made 
out a little cabin down next to the creek. 
several miles from the foothills. It was 
morning and he had lots of time. He got 
down to the creek, got off his horse and made 
as if he were prospecting along the little 
stream, As he came along toward the cabin 
he saw Three-fingered Jack and three other 
fellows sitting on a bench beside the wall. 
Their Winchesters were all standing against 
the end wall around the corner from them. 
They were all watghing Billy. but didn't 
seem to recognize him. Or, if they did, they 
thought they had a einch, and kept on smok- 
ing and chinning without ever a motion two 
get out their guns. They probably argued 
that ‘when Billy got right opposite them 
they’d speak to him, and while some of them 
talked one would ho'd him up.

I've come a d—d long 
Ways to see you. Now won't you kindly turn 
round and stand with your face to that wall 
there, while I assist your friend a dit to re- 
eve himself of any extra shootin’ or cuttin’ 
irons he may have in his pockets? 

“Jack turned round without a word. It’s 
curious what a powerful influence there is in 
the drop of a six-shooter; and the beauty of 
doing it with a gun and not a Winchester is 
that you can cover two men at once with the 
gun. But with a Winchester you can cover 
only one.. Now there was that eang of train 
robbers down at Rawlins. But that is another 
story. Jack stood wo against the wall fine. 

*“*Thanks,’ says Billy, dropping the bridle 
rein frem his left arm and taking some fine, 
stout cord ont of one of his holsters with his 
left hand. all the time keeping both men 
covered with his right. 

‘Just keep your hands well up above your 
head, please,’ he said to the other fellow. 
‘and yon. Jack. just please put vour hands 
ont behind vour back. Don’t try anv erah 
game now, for I'm watching, you know. and 
this gun might go off.’ 

“Jack stuck ont his hands :s he was ordered. 
viet as a lamb. Then Billy walkef un toe 
the other fellow and held out the cord. There 
Was a noose in one end already prepared. 

** ‘Now,’ said he. ‘inst have the kindnesea to 
put that noose over Jack’s hands and tie it ut 
tight. Please be careful. I'd he sorry to have 
to do any more shooting than I've done.’ 

“Well. sir. by gad! the fellow did it. And 
tren Billy got another noose and tied the other 
fellow himself. Then he stood ’em both up 
- agaist the wall and went through ’em. and 
took every biooming thing that they had in 
the way/of metal away from them. Then he 
tled their feet and set ’em down on the ends 
of the Wench and tied ’em fast to that. Then 
he weng through the fellow he had winged. 
He was )\bad hit through the shoulder and was 
urconscipus from loss of blood. Billy band- 
eged hit up, and managed to bring him 
’rovnd after a bit, feeling pretty chipper all 
thirgs caPsidered.

HISTORY IN SHELLS, 


Relics of the Oldest Life Upon the Earth. 
Strangely Formed Creatures, 
From The Washington Post. 

High up in the north tower of the Smith- 
sonian institution Dr. W. H. Dall has a 
cozy Office. You can reach it only by long 
flights of stairs winding around the tower, 
similar to those in the old English castles. 

From this office Dr. Dall presides over 
the department of shells in the institution. 
It is the largest conchological cojlection in 
the world. From shells millions of years 
old Dr. Dall, perhaps, will demonstrate 
much about the great age of the earth and 
show how a knowledge of this, probably the 
oldest form of animal life on this planet, 
is indispensable-te the science of geo.ogy. 
In this large collection of many forms of 
great size and beauty, which well nigh fills 
the main hall of the Smithsonian building, 
he has moustrous snails that live in trees 
all their lives, abalones that catch China- 
mien on the coast of the Pacific ocean and 
hold them until the tide rises and ends their 
agony, beautiful conches of iridescent col- 
ors in which rare pearls are found, shells 
of exquisite coloring. There are almost 
000,000 in all, and a big volume would not 
sufhce to enumerate all the interesting spec- 
imens.

The biggest shells are found on a large 
barrier reef of the Indian ocean, 1,200 
miles long, east of Australia. Here the 
monsters come up on the rocks, which are 
almost inaccessible, and grow to weigh 
over 300 pounds. The Smithsonian has one 
of these bivaives in its collection which 
stands over three feet high. It has a saw 
tooth edge,.and inside a large muscle scar. 
The natives stand in as much fear of them 
as they do of a mad elephant, and many 
traditions are common among them of how 
arms and legs have been bitten off. 

Mr. Simpson. who showed. The Post re- 
porter among the specimens, said it was be- 
lieved in Australia that these mollusks 
sometimes grew to weigh a ton. The sci- 
entists believe they live 100 years. Good 
authorities have seen these massive creat- 
ures as large as a ship’s long boat. 

Shell of the Argonaut. 

Probably the prettiest and most delicate 
of the shell creations is the argonaut or 
“paper sailor.” The shell is like a_ tiny 
boat and is set upon a keel of beautiful 
workmanship. It is coiled many times upon 
itself. The little craft would capsize but 
for tiny arms that stretch out from the side 
and keep it steady. These are not used 
for propelling it. In the stern there is a 
small siphon, through which the animal 
drives in water while en voyage and pumps 
it out again with great force. ‘This sends 
the delicate shell swiftly over the surface 
of the water. They sail in troops in all 
the warm waters of the world. In the 
Indian and Pacific oceans they are very 
common, 

These shells might be taken as an ex- 
ample of the superiority of the female sex, 
for only the females, says Mr. Simpson, 
have been accommodated by nature with 
shells. The male is an insignificant crea- 
ture and revolves about the course of his 
spouse as a satellite. A strange thing, 
too, is that the animal can separate itself 
from its boat home without injury and 
attach itself again at pleasure. This is 
true of mo other kind of shell life with 
which scientists are familiar. The shells 
are very thin and as white as bleached 
linen. They are so fragile that a breath 
will almost crush them. Strange as it 
may seem, they are taken up by the ocean 
and carried hundreds of miles to be laid 
tenderly down upon the beach without 
injury. It is from the sight of these beau- 
tiful crafts that the saying “argosies of 
sails” originated. They have been the 
subject of a wealth of poetic lore. 

The abalone is a curious shell. It is 
big and flat and stays the most of the time 
on the top of some favored rock. It re- 
sembles a saucer, only in most cases it is 
much larger. Inside is a giant muscle at- 
tached at one end to the shell which serves 
as a roof for it and at the other end is a 
big foot. It should be remembered that 
all snails and most of the shell tribe have 
feet and can walk with them, althongh 
their locomotion is painfully slow. The foot 
of the abalone is provided with a powerful 
suction cup.. It gets on the top of a rock, 
which is covered @ part of the time by 
the tide, and stays there until the contour 
of its shell conforms to the hard surface. 
It probably eats away the rock in places 
by depositing carbonic acid. When it gets 
hungry it raises one edge of its shell and 
the water which comes splashing up one 
side of the rock brings animaleulae which 
the abalone appropriates for its dinner. 
Some kinds of this shell are carnivorous 
and prey upon small mollusks. 

Abalones Versus Chinamen. 

John Chinaman is especially fond of 
the meat of the abalone, and along 
the coast of California agreat nuw- 
ber of them are taken for food. 
The large muscle is dried and large 
ship loads are sent yearly to the kingdom of 
the celestials. The shells are utilized in 
many ways. The unwary Chinaman some- 
times pokes his fingers under the uplifted 
iid while hunting among the rocks along 
the shore. The animal is easily alarmed, 
and like a lightning flash it lowers its cover. 
The mighty muscle contracts, the big foot 
has a suction power of tons on the rock, 
and all the gods cannot dislodge it. John 
is a prisoner, and if the tide comes up and 
he is unwilling to chop bis fingers off he has 
to die under the waves. 

There are beautiful fables -and traditions 
about shells and some are told about the 
nautilus. They are not like the argonaut 
or the abajone. The coil is more compact 
and the interior is divided into_chambers 
connected by a tiny tube that affords air 
and keeps the shell in a healthy condition. 
Its shell, like all of the mollusk family, 
grows whether the size of the animal keeps 
pace with it or not, on the same principle 
that one’s finger nails grow. It has the 
most exquisite ocoloring—from a pearly 
white to the most varied motley. Some 
are striped like the zebra. 

An old Dutch naturalist saited away into 
the Indian seas many years ago to study 
shells, and he brought back the story that 
the nautilus sailed in troops over the sea 
and at will were able to fill themselves 
with water and sink to the bottom. This 
was not true. The nautilus lives in the 
unexplored depths of the ocean and proba- 
bly never sees the light. 

Snails of High and Low Degree. 

While its home is forever in the deep, 
there are land shelis that never live upon 
the ground. All land shells are essentially 
snails. The largest and most exquisitely 
colored of these are the tree shells of trop- 
ical and southern Africa. Some of them 
are eight and ten inches long. The colors 
are glorious and of great variety. Many 
are dark brown with zebra-like stripes, and 
the tip of the aperture is beautifully tinted 
with crimson. Some are creamy white 
with zebra stripes of different colors. The 
whole group of these African snails are 
characterized by their wonderful corruga- 
tions and by their longitudinal zigzag col- 
ors. It is said that the natives find them 
palatable for food, but white men have 
never been able to relish them. Mr. Simp- 
son told of a scientific excursion that he 
made in a yegion of Florida where sygails 
abound. Their rations gave out, and 
rather than turn back from their work, 
which was important, they attempted to 
subsist as the native Indians did—on the 
flesh of the snail—but were forced to aban- 
don this fare after a few days. 

The African snails are supposed to munch 
the leaves of the tropical forests for food, 
but their habits are mot well known. 
Some are able to climb trees and come 
down again. These undoubtedly iget a 
part of their living on the 
insects which are found on the earth. A 
very beautiful specimen. with a band of 
ebony around the lip of the aperture, is 
found in the region of Cape Horn. 

Snails in the Plilippine islands also have 


an interesting history. They are marked 
with most radiant colors, ranging trom 
black and brown to yellow, green and pure 
white, with intervening shades. Many 
when found have the colors of watered 
silk. They are smaller than the African 
snails and live in the bark of tropical 
trees. They never come down and it 1s 
difficult to secure them. A zealous scientist 
journeyed to these isiands some years asv 
and felled a large number of the big trees 
to obtain some of the rare specimens. The 
Philippine snails have a commercial value, 
for they are of exceeding beauty. The cun- 
ning natives take them and burn blotches 
on the outer side to impose upon the cre- 
dulity of ignorant buyers by plaming them 
off as new species. 
Appetiziog Articles of Food. 


In Brazil and other parts of South Amer- 
ica snails’ eggs are suid by the natives 1 
the markets of Rio and Para for food. Au 
the snail tribe, with few exceptions, are 
egg layers. ‘he Smithsonian bus a very 
large collection of these. In Brazil, alse, 
the meat of the snail is eaten. Lhe mon- 
strous fellows burrow in the earth during 
the dry season, but come out again lv the 


spring when it begins to rain. It is then 


that they are captured in great numbers 
by the native Indians, who reap a large 
profit from their sale. ; 

The limpets are another curious kind of 
shell fish. They resemble the abalones in 
their habits. Their interior is made of 
the most brilliant colors, bronze and irides- 
cent hues predominating. They are found 
on the west coast of Mexico and are 60 
large that the people use them for wash 
basins. This has been contradicted by 
the assertion that the greasers never wash, 
and compared with Mark Twain’s remark 
about the Marseillaise—that they made the 
best soap in the world and were the authors 
of the famous song, but aS a matter of 
fact the Marseillaise never sing and do 
hot use soap. : 

The limpets are ferocious animals and 
prey with great voracity on clams. The 
process seems slow, but the limpet always 
gets there. He gets his cover over the 
unsuspecting clam and puts his big foot 
on his shell, generally on a weak = spot. 
Then he whips out a long, wiry tongue 
and proceeds to bore a hole in his captive. 
When this is done the shell flies open and 
the limpet is free to feast on the poor 
elam’s carcass, He eats but a part and 
leaves the rest for the fishes of the sea.

SUPERSTITIOUS —RAILROADERS. 


The Effect Accidents Have on Engineers 
and Firemen, 


FromTid-Bits . 

Of the superstitious sailors, fisherfolk and 

others we have all heard, but that such a dis- 
tinguishing characteristic should have attach- 
ed itself to railway men does not uppeat to be 
generally Known. It savors somewhat of the 
anomalous that such @ pre-eminently practical 
class of men should be the victims (f credumi- 
ty regarding the supernatural. Such, howev- 
or, is the case. ; 
a nacentis had occasion to interview a Prom- 
inent railway official, and in the course of 
the conversation that ensued that gentleman 
incidentally alluded to two collisions which 
had lately occurred in the neighborhvod, tol- 
lowing up his remarks with the announcement 
that the local men would be in a state of sub- 
dued excitement and “flurry” until a third 
mishap took place. Such is the superstition 
of the railway man. Upon expressing consid- 
erable astonishment I was assured that this 
kind of thing was notorious among railway 
men in general, and in this particular instance 
it was known that the circumstances of the 
two previous accidents were the chief topics 
among the workmen in ail departments, W ho 
were also counting on the pvussibilities of a 
third disaster. 

Curiously enough, a touch of realism was 
lent to the information just imparted by the 
explanation that the second of the two collis- 
ions referred to was due to the driver of one 
of the engines, a reliable servant, noted for his 
alertness and precision, with an honorable re- 
cord of some forty years’ service, who was, 
it was believed, so disturbed over the ‘‘omens”’ 
of the occurrence and so engrossed with what 
he felt would be two other catastrophes that 
he committed the slight error of judgment 
which caused the locomotive to crash into an- 
other coming in an opposite direction. The 
statement is given as the conviction of one 
who has spent upward of a quarfer of a cen- 
tury among railroad men of all classes and 
who has known the driver aliuded to for a 
long period of years. So came about the sec- 
ond collision, Surely superstition could go no 
further than this. 

But here is a tragic sequel—a sequel which 
unfortunately will, in all probability, do much 
to strengthen the reprehensiMe beliefs of these 
men. ‘wo days after this interview above 
mentioned, within fifteen minutes’ drive from 
the scene of the second collision, an express 
mail failed to take the points, a portion of 
the train with the tender of the engine was 
violently thrown across the rails and one poor 
stoker killed. That is what the railway men 
will term their “third mishap.”” ‘‘There’s 
the third’ they say: and now, perhaps, they 
will breathe freely for a season.

No such charitable consideration moves the 
companies to make the distinction. Life 
insurance is qa business—not a charity—aund 
business rules govern it. 

Another agent told me that femaies were 
too great a risk on account of the perils of 

childbirth and that women would bot sub- 
mit to the critical examimation that Was re- 
quired, and still another agent said his 
company would insure them, but had to 
charge a higher gate. ae 

None of these reasons seemed sufficient 
to me, and at dast 1 did find a company 
that had ignored all these objections and 
wus in the field as the champion of women 
and insured her life upon equal terms with 
our sex. 

Well, why not? The embarrassment 
about the examination amounts to nothing, 
for the old family doctor is near at hand 
and knows his patrons and his patients. 
‘The men may deceive him, but the women 
will not try to. I would rather rely upol a 
woman’s answer than a man’s. 

As to the perils that environ maternity, 
they will not compare with the perils that 
environ the majority of young and 
middle-aged men—periis of occupation, 
perils of imprudence, indiscretion aud i- 
dulgence of passion and appetite. Women 
do not drink nor chew, nor smoke uor 
handle guns or pistols, nor climb trees nor 
build houses, nor run on the trams, hor 
commit suicide. If 1 was an insurance 

company, 1 would prefer women to men. 
The risk is not so great, and the rate 
ought really to be cheaper. I would empioy 
women for agents to solicit Insurance, and 
in cities I would have female doctors to 
examine the applicants. Here is a_ wide 
field for an interprising company. Thou- 
sands of young women would embrace the 
opportunity of insuring their lives if it was 
offered to them. The time was wher the 
necessity did not exist, for woman was 
almost universally supported by man—not 
so now. Everywhere we see women strug- 
giing to earn their own living. ‘They are 
in the stores and printing ofhces and box 
and ecandy factories and book binderies. 
They are the typesetters, typewriters, 
photographers, secretaries and bookkeep- 
ers—everywhere they are advancing and 
encroaching upon such occupations of the 
men as are fitting to their sex. ‘The num- 
ber of these busy women in Atlanta is 
already up in the thousands, not including 
those whose home is in the cotton miils. 
Almost all the women have somebody to 
work for—somebody dependent upon their 
daily labor—and, therefore, they should 
have their lives insured for at least one 
thousand dollars. 

Last night while ruminating upon a Ilet- 
ter from a young widow who wishes to 
insure her life for the benefit of her child, 
J inquired of my family how many widows 
there were in town. I wished to compare 
them with the widowers. We made a list 
of those who were within the circle of our 
acquaintance, taking them street by street, 
and counted forty-nine. Of these only four 
were made widows by the war. Then we 
numbered the _widowers, and there were 
only ten. What does that signify? Il 
thought that maybe the Cimate had some- 
thing to do with it, for they told me in 
Texas that that country was good for men 
and toules, but mighty hard on women and 
steers. Maybe it is the reverse up here. 
Again I thought that, perhaps, it signitied 
that widowers married again, while widows 
remained loyal to the memories of their 
first and only ilove. ‘This did 
explain it in part, for we found 
nine widowers who had married again and 
only one of them married a widow. ‘The 
greedy fellows seem to want a young girl 
every time. So it will be seen that the wo- 
men outlive the men. If they are sick a 
good deal, they don’t die but live on and 
on and on. ‘The difference is manifest 
and decided. Then why should an insur- 
ance company hesitate. Why not break 
through these old rules and prejudices and 
Keep up with the progress of the times in 
Other things. They insure horses and 
horned cattle in Atlanta. Why not women? 
Now this young widow has an income of 
940 a month that came from her hus- 
band s life policy and she wishes to invest 
$0 a month in a policy that will go to the 
child when she dies or revert to her if she 
survives the child. What better jnvest- 
ment can a company make; what better in- 
vestmeut can she make? and yet women aie 
left out or are charged as extra hazardous 
by most all of the life companies. It is a 
mistake. It is more than that. It is a 
wrong, an injustice done to the female sex. 
Now let the insurance companies rise and 
explain, if they can. 

Last week 1 visited the good old Dutch 
town of Newberry in South Carolina. It 
was a delightful trip of sunny days and 
moonlight nights and over one of the best 
roads in the south. People used to say 
that the Georgia, Carolina and Northern 
was just one road too many, but they don’t 
say so now. Its traflic is increasing all the 
time and its service is first-class. From 
Athens to Newberry is a bright and pro- 
ductive country, and the people seem happy 
over their abundant crops. Newberry ex- 
pects to handle her usual allowance of 25,- 
UOO bales of cotton. ‘There is a mill there 
that consumes 7.000 bales and an oil mill 
that works up the seed. The town is solid 
and prosperous. The new publie school 
building that cost $17,000 is completed and 
occupied. The Lutheran college adorns a 
distant hill and the beautiful homes of the 
people are embowered among shade trees 
and flowers all around in the suburbs. The 
mayor took me around to the dispensary— 
not that he or the people were proud of it, 
but because it was now a part of Newber- 
ry and must be exhibited.to strangers. 
Some said it was a degradation. some 
said it was better than saloons, but all 
admitted that it lessened drunkenness and 
would bring in a revenue. The whisky 
was on the shelves in pints and quarts. 
Its price and quality were on the labels 
and the palmetto tree was blown in the 
glass. Every man who buys signs an ap- 
plication, pays his money, gets his bottle 
or his jug and departs. No loafing round 
is permitted. The negroes who haul in 
the cotton are the best customers. The 
price is high but they must have it. The 
profit is divided equally between the town 
and the county. In August the profit was 
only $25. In September it was $250 and 
the estimate for October was $400. The 
state had already got its share when the 
goods were invoiced to this dispensary. 
So it seems that the state and the towns 
and the counties are all to fatten on this 
business and this will make Jit popular with 
the taxpayers. Whether it is constitutional 
for a state to run a business for revenue 
is to be tested by the courts but they say 
that Georgia used to run the State railroad 
and that France buys and sells all the to- 
bacco. When South Carolina does any- 
thing it is done by wholesale. The fences 
were all cleaned up at one séssion but here 
in Georgia we have a vote in every dis- 
trict, and some have fences and some have 
none. In Carolina everybody approves the 
stock law and the le would in Georgia

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SHIP TAKEN BY SCORPIONS. 


Safferings of ths Crew on a Vessel Loaded 
with South American Bones.

The schooner Wallace J. Boyd, Captain 
i0dfrey, arrived here early yesterday morn- 
ing from Montevideo with a cargo of bones.

the sailors. The ship became infested by 
Scorpions and other pestiferous bugs, which 
arose from the cargo and penetrated every 
available quarter of the ship. The seamen’s 
rest Was disturbed, and for weeks at a time 
the unfortunate men dared not rest them- 
selves in their bunks for fear of being stung

and cabins. were aiive with these creeping 
insects.

Captain Godfrey is at a 
they found their way out from beneath the 
hatches, which on board vessels are regard. 
ed as even air tight, yet they arose in thou- 
sands and made life horrible on board the 
ship. Five and six times a day all hands 
were forced to change their clothing, but this 
did not prevent that horrible pricking feeling 
of live vermin creeping over the bare sk.n. 
When the vessel reached her pier yesterday 
the sallors at once left, and noth.ng could ever 
induce any of them to again ship on a bone- 
laden vessel. 

Captain Godfrey said yesterday that they 
sailed from Montevideo August 17th, and up 
to the Sth of September none of the vermin 
had appeared. The day in question was very 
warm and the atmosphere was heavy and 
damp. About noon, around the main hatch, 
large green bugs were seen coming up .from 
inside the combings, and towards even .ng 
the ship’s decks were alive. ‘The next morn- 
ing they found their way down into the fore- 
castie and drove all the “saflers ont. The 
same night the afte®cabin was invaded. Since 
that time this unfortunate condition of affairs 
has existed and the bugs were thrown over- 
board by the bucketful every day since. When 
the wind was blowing fresh the air was full 
of the unwelcome visitors and in calms they 
lay torpid on the decks. The bed clothing, 
table cloths and even wearing apparel became 
full of the insects, but fortunately none of the 
crew were bitten by any poisonous insects. 

Captain Godfrey says that the bones which 
he has on board were principally brought from 
the extreme upper regions of the River Plata 
in lighters. They were gathered from the 
plains, where they had probably been_ for 
ages. Many whole skeletons of horses, ep 
and oxen are among the collection, all of which 
will be ground up at this port. While Iving 
on the plains they, no doubt, became infested 
with these bugs, and the extreme heat of 
the vesse!’s hold drove them up on the deck.

ness was purchased by Mr. Tyner, while 
Dr. Wilson engaged in the business of At- 
lanta real estate. 

Since that time the establishment has 
been exclusively in the hands of Mr. Ty- 
ner as the proprietor. His business has 
steadily grown each year and his stock of 
goods at this time is perhaps the largest 
of any retail establishment in the city. 

The secret of Mr. Tyner’s suecess as a 
business man is due to his thorough dis- 
cipline as a druggist, and to his careful 
supervision of all the details of his business, 
He not only supervises the general manage- 
ment of the store, but has a thorough 
knowledge of pharmacy in all of its scien- 
titic nomenclature.

pursued his avocation as a druggist, giv- 


ing all of his time and attention to the de- 
tails of his business, until now he is at 
the head of one of the strongest and 
ost popular drug establishments in the 
ciyv. 

Since Mr, Tyner first came to Atlanta 
a nunvber of changes have taken place 
in the drug market. Firms have slowly 
succeeded each other in the steady muta- 
tions of and out of the several 
drug establishments in Atlanta at that 
time Mr. T'yner’s is, perhaps, the only one 
that still retains its original identity. 

The corner on which the store is located 
is known by everybody, far and near, as 
*"Pyner’s corner,” and the place has long 
been a favorite rendezvous for shoppers 
and pedestrians. It is doubtful if there is 
a more popular waiting phace in the city 
than Tyner’s drug. store at the corner of 
Broad and Marietta streets. 

Mr. Tyner was born at a little station 
bearing. his.own name in the state of ‘Ten- 
messee. ‘The settlement is located in the 
central portion of the state on the line 
between Nashville and Chattanooga. 

‘Tae father of Mr. T'vner, whose name 
mis Captain John S. Tyner, was a man of 
unusual prominence and ability. He was 
eduoated at Midway, Ga., where a number 
of the leading men of the state, in the 
early days before the war, received their 
academic instruction. Becoming a. civil 
engineer he was active in the building of 
a latge number of roads throughout the 
state and country. He was associated with 
such men as Major Campbell Wallace, 
Colonel L. I?. Grant and others, and was 
first employed in the construction of the 
Central, the West Point and the Western 
and Atlantic railroads. 

On account of the strong union sentiment 
existing in middle Tennessee, which was 
not by any means agreeable to the views 
nnd feelings of those who held to the idea 
of state sovereignty, and the right of a 
state to withdraw from the union, Captain 
Tyner decided to leave that section and 
to move with his family to a place near 
the dividing line between Georgia and 
Florida. Elere. while his family cheerfully 
subanitted to all the hardships of the war— 
hardships to which all southern families 
were subjected, Captain Tyner went to the 
front at the head of a company and 
four vyenrs fought bravely for his south- 
land. Never a furlouzh or a day's 
sence from the front came to his lot. 
grave, courageous he~stood the Dattles, 
aiid the war was over sheathed his 
sword nud DpDecame the Sume devoted, loyal 
cilizen as of yore to the stars and stripes. 

Here along the banks of the St. Marys 
the bovhood of young ‘Tyner was passed 
amid the solitudes of a wooded empire, 
broken only by the crusade of the hunts- 
man, and the low, subdued murmer of the 
St Marys. He was, perhaps, eight or nine 
years old when the family again moved, 
this time emigrating to middle Georgia. 

The subject of this sketch received his 
education partly at Hozansville, Ga., and 
partly at LaGrange. He was, perhaps, 
cighteen years of age when he left school 
at the latter place to shift for himself and 
acquire the difhcult art of making a living. 

He obtained a modest situation as a 
drug clerk in IaGarange, and earned his 
first money in this way. LaGrange, how- 
ever, Was too small a place for a young 
man of ambitious inclination, and Jeaving 
Troup county he came to Atlanta in 1879. 

When he arrived in this city, a mere 
boy, his acquaintanceship was limited to 
only two individuals. He brought with 
him, however, that_show of temperament, 
and that steady, reliable purpose, which 
were not long in making him the center of 
a loyal and growing community of friends. 
Mr. Tyner obtained what he considered 
fair opening in the drug establishment of 
Hallman & Candler, on Peachtree street, 
at a salary of $25 a month. 

His duties were rather difficult, and after 
the lapse of a year and a half, feeling 
that his eyesight was impaired, he decided 
to leave the employment. This he did, with 
the deliberate purpose, at that time, of 
also leaving the drug business. 

lnelined towards the department of en- 
gineering by reason of his father’s emi- 
nence and ability in that profession, he was 
on the eve of embarking in that study 
when he was importuned by Dr. Henry L. 
Wilson, who ther occupied the store on the 
coruer of Broad and Marietta streets, to 
purchase a half interest in that establish- 
ment. 

The proposition struck Mr. Tyner favor- 
ably. He becan to think’ over the matter 
and the result of his deliberation was the 
purchase of the half interest. He borrowed 
the money for this purpose from his cousin, 
Major D. N; Speer. At the time he em- 
barked jin business for himself he hud 
scarcely attained his majority.

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WOMAN'S GOOD WORK. 


What Has Been Achieved By the Home 
for the Friendless. 


ITS SPLENDID CAREER OF CHARITY 


Providing tor the Orphans and Little Out- 
cast Children of the City—A Small 
Debt That Shouid Be Raised. 


On last Thursday morning the Home for 
the Friendless in this city celebrated its 
third anniversary, and a report of the 
year’s work was read at the annual meeting 
by the secretary. 

It is not invidious to say that the Home 
for the Friendless has ‘had a most remark- 
able as well as a most fruitful career in 
this city. As the pioneer of similar move- 
ments, which have followed in its wake, 
it has had many difficulties to surmount 
and many barriers to overcome. ‘These 
have nearly all been cleared and the home, 
in its beautiful quarters on Highland 


avenue, is one of the most attractive, be- | 


nevolent and useful institutions in this 
city. 

The ladies who have engineered the move- 
ment and who have brought the enterprise 
to its present happy fruition, merit the 
hearty appreciation of the whole commnum- 
ty. They deserve to be encouraged in their 
good work, and the question should be ask- 
ed in every Laawe anos 
are these noble ladies sutliciently encourag- 
ed and sustained in their great work? 

No charity is more beautiful in its very 
nature or more important to the city in its 
moral growth and upbuilding than the one 
embodied in this institution. It 
to the support and assistance of every one 
who bas the least sympathy for those poor 
unfortunate orphans who are every year 
cast upon the cold-mercies of the world. 

Without these useful asylums of charity, 
hundreds of these children would grow up 
in ignorance and immorality. As it is the 
ai mother is partialiy supplied by 
these benevolent institutions, and the germs 
of a higher and holier living are thus sur- 
rounded by the intiuences of home and 
heaven, 

‘The report of the secretary giving a full 
accouut of the year’s work and the heads 
of the institution is given below. ‘Vo every 
Christian home that is sweetened by the 
lauguter of childhood, pure, innocent and 
happy, this report is warmly commended. 

Report of the Year's Work. 
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The year ‘93 will ever be regarded as 
an epoch in the history of the Home for 
the I’riendless. Prior to this time, during 
three years, it had struggied and lived, 
moving about from place to place, an insti- 
tution Whose tuture the public looked upon 
With great uncertainty. 

Ouiy a handful of women working with 
zeal and enthusiasm, but would it endure 
as a useful factor in the city’s good works? 
Not until this building was erected did these 
lookers-on realize what great things this 
woman's zeal had accomplished. 

In the beginning of this past year, Novem- 
ber, ‘U2, the Jdome for the I’riendless began 
to live in its own home with greater possi- 
bilities than before entertained. 

Soon atterwird, on ‘Thanksgiving day, 
the fmends of the institution were invited 
to come and see the home and they did 
come with arms full of good things, which 
filed our long sewiizg room and gave the 
home an air of p.eniy. <All the Sunday 
schouls sent teach these 
dren what thanksgeiving means; a day to 
make some express.ou to God for his gra- 
cious bounty. When ithe reception was 
over and brid the ladies 
felt a pleasurable sense of having surpris- 
ed the public wich the comfortable manage- 
ment of tlre instiiuion. 

On the 15th of December a meeting of 
the advisory boxnrd was held at the hour 
of the regular weckiy meeting of the ladies, 
after which it Was agreed that the incoming 
council should be invited to visit the home 
and see how much we were prepared to 
do, provided the city was ready to help us. 
‘They were invited, came and did as we had 
hoped they would, agreed that we had earn- 
ed an increase in the appropriation from the 
city. In February following, the amount 
given us per month was increased from 
$150 to $200. 

Christmas was not forgotten at the home. 
The children hung up their stockings for 
Santa Claus and were given two Christ- 
mas tree frolics, besides turkey and cran- 
berry sauce for dinner. In January the 
secretary was granted permission to revise 
the membership book. Two hundred and 
seventy-seven members were enrolled, but 
a large number if these members were sadly 
in arrears as to the payment of their dues.

ing sixty days for responses to these notifi- 
cations the new book was made and now 
shows 140 active members. Still this debt 
ol ho per year is a gratuitous oue. and 
it seelus lmpossible to make all the egl- 
lections. About S240 of the dues for "03 
have been collected, instead of 420, which 
should have been paid in. 

The employes of the home have been 
changed several times during the year. 
With Miss Santley as matron and “Mrs. 
McDermott as teacher, the ladies now fee] 
that the work is done just as it is possible 
to have it, With our present means. 

The average number of inmates bas been 
forty-three per month, an increase of thir- 
teen over the average of last year; 
100 women and children have been admitted 
into the home and seventy-one sent out, 
There have been eight children legally given 
to the home and adopted homes have been 
found for seven of them. According to 
our regulations in such adoptions each of 
these children have been heard from 
through our corresponding secretary during 
the past year, in letters, which satisfy us 
that they have found happy, comfortable 
homes. ; 

Ten infants have died during the vear. 
The average age of these babies was three 
weeks, some of them being as young as five 
to ten days. 5 

Of course it was impossible to save these 
poor little motherless waifs. All that we 
could do was done, but neglect and misuse 
before they were given into our care made 
their living an impossibility. At one time 
there were as many as sixteen wee cradles 
standing in a row around the nursery wails. 
The health of the older children has been 
remarkably good, with sometimes as many 
as fifty-eight in the home. There has never 
been any contagious disease or want of at- 
tention, such as we were not prepared to 
give them when it was needed. And on the 
other hand several of the convalescent pa- 
tients from the hospital bave been brought 
to us for a little longer rest that the hos- 
pital could give them. ‘The report of the 
rescue committee shows:

Our teacher does excellent 
work, but she cannot do all that might be 
done for the older girls, for whom we are 
constantly finding domestic work in the 
city. If the public would only give this mat- 
ter some thought and help us a great good 
could be accomplished. 

The wisdom of our faithful president and 
the hearty co-operation of the other officers 
under her eannot be too highly commended, 

A debt of $913.19 on our building stands 
uppaid. With better times and brighter 
davs for business affairs may we not hope 
that some kind friend or friends will find it 
possible to relieve us of this burden. Re- 
spectfully submitted.

But the People of Athens Are Greatly 
Dissatisfied. 


THE ‘VARSITY BOYS CLAIM FRAUD. 


Asserting That the Technological Team Is 
Not Composed of Students of 
That Schoo’.

Athens, Ga., November 4.—(Special.)— 
The football match between the University 
of Georgia and the Techrological teams re- 
suited in a victory for the Techs by a score 
of 28 to 6. 

Koth sides played good ball, but the At- 
lantas outweighed the Athens boys at every 
point, and their line-rushipg won them the 
game 

The excitement over the game was in- 
tense. from start to finish. 

The calls of “‘foul” from the side line of 
the Athens captain passed by almost un- 
noticed, and Umpire Nourse, a brother of 
the trainer of the Tech team, was severely 
criticised by the Athenians, while the 
students were loud in their denunciation of 
the umpire. 

After three or four decisions, which they 
deemed unfair, about 140 students bunched 
and gave the following cry whenever his de- 
cisions struck them as being unfair: 

“Well, well, well, 

“Who can tell, 

“The Tech’s umpire has cheated like—.,” 

Lhe first half ended with a score of 18 
to VW. The Techs had bucked nearly every 
time straight through the center, the weak- 
est point on the University line and had 
succeeded in scoring three touchdowns and 
kicking three goals. 

Dr. Wood, who is believed by all Athens 
to be a surgeon of the United States army, 
Btationed at Fort McPherson, and who, it 
is said, was matricuiated in the Techno- 
logical school for the purpose of playing 
football, could handle his opposing guard, 
who was a much lighter man, almost as if 
he were a child. 

With the other guard and center it was 
almost the same way. 

‘Trainer Nourse, who was playing tackle, 
made the best bucks for the Techs team, 
always between guard and center. 

John Kimball, at quarterback, played a 
steady game, never fumbling. He gave 
the signals for the Techs men and, failing 
to pass his men around the ends for any 
good gains, he held them to bucking the 
center. 

Park Howell, at full back, was always 
well guarded and succeeded in making 
some good gains. 

Vuring the second half the Universitys 
played much better ball. They held the 
giants down to ten points and scored six 
themserves. — 

The Athens boys worked the “turtleback” 
play on the Techs to good effect. The 
Techs had never seen the trick and they 
did not know how -to stop it. 

When Athens got the ball in her own 
territory and carried it straight across the 
Techs goal line for a touchdown, the uni- 
versity students were almost wild with ex- 
citement. 

Tne playing of Henry Brown and George 
Shackleford was superb.

delits is unprecedented in college sport. 
One of their players, it is claimed by the 
people of this city, after graduating in a 
reguiar college and then graduating in an- 
Other university law school and being a 
member of the bar for over a year, is put 
on the Tech. team and called by them in 
the papers a bona fide siudent. 

A surgeon in the United States army, 
twenty eight years old, they attempt to 
pass off on the college world as a bona 
fide student. 

It is absurd for Park Howell, who is 
studying medicine, to pursue a course in 
technology, and yet he is represented as a 
bona fide student. 

The university students admit being 
beaten in this game of football, and beaten 
fairly, but not by the Technological school. 
Every one who knows the personnel of the 
Tech. team know that many of them make 
ho pretense of pursuing courses at the 
Technological school, and if this policy in 
athletics is pursued by that institution, its 
athletic record will soon be looked upon 
with disdain by the college wofld.

GOLD MINING NEAR HEFLIN. 


Improved Machinery Has Been Put In and 
Money Is Being Made. 

Birmingham, Ala., November 4.—(Special.)— 
In a very quiet way a big syndicate bas been 
formed and is now mining gold at Arbo- 
cooche, near Heflin, Ala., at a good profit. 
For years it has been known that gold exisied 
in considerable quantities in the neighborhood 
of Heflin. In fact the very vein at Arbo- 
cooche was worked thirty years ago at a prott. 
Att one time the United States mint depended 
to some extent on its shipments from this 
mine. Over $8,000,000 in goid has been mint- 
ed in the past from these mines. ‘Thirty 
years ago the town of Arbocagche was a place 
of some three or four thousand inhabitants. 
That was when the mines were et their_best. 
When the California discoveries were made, 
however, Arbocooche was abandoned and the 
buildings crumbled into decay. Now one store 
and several jittle dwellings mark te site of 
the once prosperous little city. 

For about a year past some New 
and Birmingham parties have been quietly 
prespectas around the old mines at Arbo- 
cooche. They found they were by no means 
exhausted and their experts found a vels in 
the same neighborhood that gave even better. 
promise. The New Orleaus and Birmingbain 
people bought two miles of the vein. In the 
past only surface mining was carried on. A 
shaft had never been sunk to the water level 
where the quartz or pyrites gold is found. 
The present company oad now sunk a suaft 
7x9 feet, 90 feet deep. They have purchased 
a stand machive or gold mill and for the 
present will mine only the soft gold. They 
will afterward go down deeper to the water 
level and get the quartz. This gold is milled 
by a different process from the soft gold. 
The machinery necessary to successfully mill 
gold quartz, costs much more than that used 
for soft gold, and the company does not de. 
sire to go to any more expeuse at the outset 
than is necessary. The presegt mill is on the 
New Orleans parties’ property, the-Birming- 
ham owners not baving done 1fili@) toward de- 
veloping their property. The former crowd 
are furnishing the money and will work their 
mine for all itis worth. Mr. E. Eastman, of 
this city, is looking after the interest of the 
New Orleans parties, and while he declines to 
show his hand just now he acknowledges that 
operations have commenced and will soon be 
pushed on a considerable seale. He says 
they are now mining gold In a small way at a 
pront.

| Washington, November 4.—(Special.)—A 
@reat many worthy people have wondered 
‘whether wonders would ever cease. Ap- 
parently they never will. At least there is 
a prima facia case in that direction right 
here in Washington at this moment. Pres- 
ident Cleveland signed the silver repeal bill 
‘sith a quill pen and no one up to date has 
asked that it be given to him as a memento 
of the occasion. “General” Charlie Tracey 
has, for some occult reason, neglected to 
putin a claim. Usually there is a corsid- 
erable competition among that class of peo- 
ple who are given to valuing things because 
somebody has handled or used them to ob- 
tain the particular pen with which the 
president signs his nume to-an important 
bill. 

The “‘cuckoos” have been silent since the 
bill became a law. The president simply 
writes the word “approved,” with the date, 
and then signs his name to a bill which he 
designs shall become a law.

“Buck’’ as a Plowman. 

In speaking on the bankruptey bil} the

1,000 REPORTED may 


Dynamite on Board ofa Ship Explodes ina 
Spanish Port. 

Santander, Spain, November 4.—A terri- 
ble explosion occu’ ‘ed here last night in 
which a number cf persons were killed. 
The shock of the explosion was so great 
that residents in the further parts of the 
city thought an earthquake had occurred 
and the place about to be destroyed. The 
ship Volo, with a cargo of dynamite, was 
lving at the quay last evening, when, in 
some way not yet explained, she caught 
fire. A large crowd gathered in the vicini- 
ty of the place, evidently unaware of the 
dangerous character of ‘the ship’s cargo, 
and the officers made no attempt to drive 
them away, The goyernor of. the province 


_ personally directed the efforts of the fire- 


men to extinguish the flames, though fully 
aware of the danger he and the other fire 
fighters were ip. 

While every effort was being made to 
quench the flames a dull roar, followed 
by a report, shook to the foundations and 
wrecked every house around the quay, 
the wails being blown out as though made 
of cardboard. 

The loss to life cannot yet be stated 
with any degree of accuracy. It is known 
however, many persons were killed and a 
very large number injured. The governor 
has not been seen since the explosion. His 
secretary who was standing beside him 
when the explosion occurred, says he was 
stunned by *ue shock. When he regained 
his senses he looked for the governor, but 
eould not find him. It is feared he was 
killel and his body blown out into the 
bay. 

The commandant of the civic guard and 
many Officials and workmen were badly in- 
jured. The town was completely para- 
lyzed by the disaster and no attempt was 
subsequentiy made to extinguish the fire 
that was communicated to adjacent quays 
by the flaming brands thrown by exploding 
dynamite. 

Over a Thousand Killed.

CONVICTS GET OUT. 


Thirteen Break Through the Stockade at 
Coal Creek.

Guards Start on a Hot Trailand Come 
Up with Some. 


ONE MAN HAD TO BE SHOT DOWN. 


Another Walks Intoa Kitchen and Is Held 
Up by the Farmer Withan Ax—Four 
Put in Jail. : 
as 

Knoxville, Tenn., November 4.—(Special.) 
Thirteen convicts escaped from the stock- 
ade at Coal Creek at half-past 5 o’ clock 
Wednesday morning, and up to yesterday 
only four had been recaptured. The mat- 
ter has been kept very quiet. The convicts 
are awakened at 5:15 o’clock every Morh- 
ing. They file out of the prison into the 
yard where there are three big troughs 
of water where they wash. Wednesday 
morning just after the convicts had been 
turned out some of them, under cover of 
darkness, made an opening through the 
stockade. 

After the other convicts had eaten break- 
fast they went out in single file and were 
counted, as is the custom. Thirteen were 
missed. Twelve guards started immediately 
in pursuit, some of them going across the 
mountains west of the stockade and some 
down the railroad toward Briceville. As 
Boney Craig and Clem Looney, two of the 
guards, were walking down the railroad 
they heard a cracking in the woods on the 
hill flanwing the road. As they stopped 
and turned in the direction of the noise 
they saw eight black- heads bob up frorza 
behind a little ridge not more than twenty 
feet away. Then there was a grand scrain- 
ble. Craig shot at the fleeing zebras and 
wounded one of them in the calf of the leg. 
The wounded man kept on, however, and 
escaped. The other zebra3 had taken a 
different course. 

Desperate Fight for Another. 

Early Wednesday morning under cover 
of darkness they crossed the valley and 
hid in a cave on Waldron’s ridge, where 
they remained all day. At night they took 
the road to Clinton. J. P. Adams and 
William Diggs had heard of the escape 
of the convicts and were on the lookout 
for them. They came upon a body of four 
convicts and ordered them _ t0 halt. 
Charles Stewart, one of the zebras, jumped 
at Adams and grabbed his gun. Adams and 
the convict scuffel for the possession of 
the weapon and Diggs covered the other 
three men. Adams shouted to Diggs to 
shoot Stéwart, but Diggs was afraid of 
shooting Adams. Then Adams suddenly 
jerked the convict around and fired ua load 
of buckshot into the convict’s hip. Diggs 
captured Jim Kenner. M. W. Leonard 
eaptured John Butler near Clinton and a 
man was sent in pursuit of the fourth. 
The three prisoners were taken to the Clin- 
ton jail, where they spent the night. ‘I he 
Waldron’s ridge party had divided into 
two gangs. Three convicts of one party 
had been captured as told above, but the 
other gang had a different experience. Af- 
ter emerging from the cave they hid them- 
selves in EH Wilson’s barn for the night. 
The next morning they crept out and de- 
manded clothes and food. Wilson told 
them that he had neither and 
all but one of convicts de- 
parted. Albert Potterfield remained 
and begged Wilson for something to eat. 
Wilson told him to go in the kitchen and 
he could find something. The convict enter- 
ed and Wilson grabbed an ax and rushed 
in and ordered him to consider himself a 
prisoner. Wilson bound the convict’s arms 
with a rope, took the end of the rope In 
one hand and an open knife in the other 
and marched his prisoner to the Clinton 
jail to join his three comrades. 


STONE PLEADED GUILTY 


To the Charge of Murderiug the Wratten 
Family at Washington, Ind. 

Washington, Ind., November 4.—Today at 
noon James E. Stone pieaded guilty of hav- 
ing murdered the six members of the Wra:* 
ten family in Harrison township. this county, 
September 18th.. The time consnmed by the 
eourt in impanneiling a jury, hearing 
evidence and the passage of the death 
tence was only three hours. Sione was 
brought from Jeffersonvilie !ast night at 1 
o’ciock and with -him were alse Wiliams, 
Kays, Ciark, White, Cosby and Yarbor, the 
men ‘who he itmpiicated in :Le confession. On 
being arraigned Stone pleaded: 

“T am guiity, judge.” 

The was submitted without argument 
and in twenty minutes the jury brought in a 
verdict of guiity. Stane is to be hanged on 
the 16th day of February, 1894, at Jefferson- 
ville prison, to ‘which piace Sheriff Leming 
took him this afternoon. Stone said to his 
attorney today that he nvas once seized with a 
desire to murder his own femily, but stum- 
bling over trundie bed in the darkness 
he was brought to his senses. He a‘so stated 
that after committing the fon: murder of the 
Wrattens, he went home with the blood of 
his victims still fresh on his ciothes and knelt 
down by the bedside of his famiiy and caress- 
ed them.

Aldermen Have a Fight For Carter 
Harrison's Chair. 


FUNERAL MEATS NOT YET COLD 


Democrats and Republicans Scrap 
Over the Election. 


POLICE HAVE TO TAKE A HAND 


The Two Parties Are Nearly Evenly Di- 
vided and the Democrats Remain in 
the Council Chamber. 


Chicago, November 4—Such scenes were 
never before enacted in the chambers @ the 
city council of the city of Chicago as tran- 
spired today. Before «the crape-draped 
speaker’s desk stood two aldermen, opponents 
po.tically in the council, each deciaring him- 
self the chairman of the body. The read.ng 
clerk—an officer of the council—in order to 
protect one of these speakers in his alleged 
right to rule over the body, leaped upon the 
back of the opposing speaker and tried to 
eject him from the stand. A clerk of the 
body tore up a resolution reguiariy intro- 
duced because it was not in line w.th what 
his party desired. Over the crape-draped 
rail of the speaker’s stand leaped another 
alderman upon tthe back of the clerk, To 
his aid flocked his ecvileagues. Upon him 
jumped an alderman of the opposing faction, 
throwing off his coat as he man, and ciutching 
at the throat of the man, who, by force, was 
trying to get before the council that «swhich 
should really have been received. 

Povice officers rushed into the enclosure to 
separate the struggling aldermen. The crape 
which hung about the desk of the dead mayovr 
Was torn down and trampled under foot. 

The men, who, a few days ago, spent money 
and labor to honor Mayor Harrison, disgraced 
his memory today by a disreputable braw. 
over the right to sit for twenty minutes in 
his chair. tonight the council chamber is 
guarded by a squad of police officers and no 
man, no matter what his polftics or position, 
is ailowed to enter. 

Cause of All the Racket. 


The council ig a’most evenly divided, po- 
fitieally, tre republicans having a slight ma- 
jority, while the dead eX-mayor Was a demo- 
erat. Added to this there has been a fierce 
factional quarrel among the republicans, the 
followers of Alderman George B. Swift, who 
beat Aldernran Martin B. Madden for the 
republican mayoraity nomination, beng ac- 
cused by Madden's friends of “‘indecent 
haste’’ to force Swift into office. The euon- 
trol of administrat.on patropage and pres- 
tige in the coming eection has added fuel to 
the fire., A large nwowtber of Judges are to be 
ejected and extraordinary diterest attaches to 
the result owing to the contest being made by 
Governor <Altgg.l’s friend@ against Judse 
Gary, who presided at the trial of the Hay- 
market anarchists. 

Alderman MeGillen, democrat and Alderman 
Hepburn, republican, were nominated for 
chairman of today’s meeting of the council and 
at the eall of the roll the clerk announced 
that MeGillen was elected. He rushed to the 
speaker's chair and seized the gavel. 

Bediam followed. Amid the turmoil, Alder- 
man Hepburu, who is an adherent of the Mad- 
den repubifcan faction, mounted the speaker's 
chair and the clerk attempted to shrow him 
out. Both claimed the election and each ecall- 
ed for the reading of the different resolutions. 
Hepburn, the republican, insisted that a reso- 
lution by Alderman Madden shonld be heard 
and the latter began to read. Madden handed 
his resolution to Hepburn and the clerk jump- 
ed upon Hepburn, seized the vresolution and 
tore it to shreds. In an instant, Alderman 
Swift, the republican candidate for mayor. 
hud run to the speaker’s desk, leaped over the 
rail and alighted on Clerk NeunMnster’s back. 

The democrats rushed to the front and AI- 
dermian Garey threw off his coat and leaped at 
Hepburn’s throat. Both sides ran to the aid 
of their men. 

“Police!’’ Police!’ was the call. Officers 
ran in and tried to eject Hepburn. They also 
graypled with Garey and made him put on his 
coat.

Three Negro Men and a Woman Strung Up 
for General Cussedness. 

Nashviile, Tenn., November 4.—(Special.)— 
A horribce discovery was made by the driver 
of the Lynebburg and Fayetteville stage 
about 5 o’clock this morning. Alfout one 
mile from Lynchburg, on the Booneville 
turnpike, he found swinging, side by side, 
the bodies of three negro men and a negro 
wultan. 

‘I‘he negroes were identifiel as Ned Waggo- 
uer, his son, W.ll Waggoner; his daughter, 
Mary. and his son-in-law, Swm Motlow. They 
all lived on the farm of Jack Dan.es, a weil- 
known distiller, and were found hanging to 
a tree on the farm.

AFTER BIG PLUNDER. 


The Arkansas Train Robbers Would 
Take Simall Suma. 

Little Rock, Ark., November 4—Not 
since the day when the assassination of 
John M. Clayton was announced on the 
Streets has such intense excitement pre- 
vailed in this city as Was caused this morn- 
ing by the news of last night's train rob- 
bery at Oliphant. 

The robbery occurred at a lonely, little 
saw mill station, in Independence county, 
and a more desirable place for a holdup 
could not have been found anywhere. Oli- 
phant is situated in the midst of the larg- 
est and most dense canebrake in the state 
of Arkansas. For fifteen miles, on either 
side of the road, is a continuous mass of 
almost impenetrable reeds. It is thoucht 
some of the robbers are now in the cane 
brake. 

There is but little doubt that the rob 
bery was committed by a gang of men, ex- 
perienced in the business. Engineer Har- 
riet says that the men who jumped on the 
engine and ordered him to throw up his 
hands, showed unmistakable evidence of 
having had experience with locomotives be- 
fore. The frain had not fairw stopped 
when the robbers began firing a fusilade 
of shots from their Winchesters. Two of 
the men jumped on the engine and imme- 
diately EKngineer Harriet and Fireman John 
Quarles found themselves looking down the 
muzzles of Winchesters. They were or- 
dered to dismount and made to accompany 
the robbers, with a gun pointed at their 


heads. 


Not 


Only Good Watches Taken. 

The brakeman and porter were also placed 
under guard, Conductor MeNally only es- 
caped, and the whole crowd was forced to 
go throvgh the train in front of the rob- 
bers, ‘hey tried to Make the engineer 
and fireman open the express car, but they 
declined. When the door had been open- 
el, they endeavord to make Quarles open 
the safe, but he told them that he had 
nothing to do with the safe. Quarles said 
that the robbers demanded watches as well 
as money, but if a man handed cover a lad 
timepiece it Was given back to him. They 
finaly recognized the eXpress Messenger, 
P. B. Moore, who was standing in the ear 
with the engineer and tireman, :nd com- 
pelled him to open the money safe, pPomt- 
ing two Winchesters at his head. There 
wis another safe ip the ear, eontaining 
jewelry, but this was not touched Ly the 
robbers. 

A Regular Fusilade. 

All the time the robbery was going on 
inside the train the men stationed outside 
kept up a fusilade of firing. The express 
car was perforated with bullets and it is 
estimated fuily 200 shots were fired. 

After the robbers had finished holding 
up the express car, they went into the 
coaches. The other four were still on the 
outside, two on ench side of the ears, shoot- 
ing and swearing. The three remaining 
robbers marched the train erew into the 
ear in front of them, every man having 
both hands up. The colored porter came 
in first and was frightened nearly to death. 

One man took a position on one side 
of the couch near the door and leveled his 
Winchester at the heads of the row of 
passengers on that side of the car. while 
another took charge of the other half of 
the coach in a similar manner. The third 
man, a vicions, bloodthirsty-looking fellow, 
at least six feet tall, took a position in the 
aisle. Leveling his revolver at the heads 
of the passengers. he quietly, indeed, al- 
most modestly informed the passengers that 
they had better proceed to yield up their 
valuables. Ee then proceeded slowly 
along down the aisle, relieving «very man 
of his valuabics. n 

How McNally Was Killed. 

Mr. Walter Kline, of Memphis, was a 
passenger on the train. Speaking of Con- 
ductor McNally, he said: ““MeNally, the 
conductor, was one of the bravest men I 
ever saw. While all the shooting was go- 
ing on outside and in the face of three or 
four Winchesters, he drew his revolver, 
waiked to the rea platform of the baggage 
ear and took his stand. It was evident 
from the determ ned look on his face, that 
he meunt to actend his train, even at the 
risk of losing his life. When he reached 
the platform. he stepped down on the steps 
grasped the iron railing with his left hand 
aud began using his revolver with his right. 
He only fired one shot. Just he was 
about to fire the second time, a bullet from 
one of the robbers’ Winchesters, which had 
been aimed deliberately at him, siruck 
him in the abdomen just beiow the navel.

Republicans Have the Upper Hand in the 
Buckeye State, 


BOIES I$ RUNNING WELL IN IOWA.

NEAL MAKES THE SAME COMPLAINT. 


Helis aSilver Man but Has Been Coerced 
He Says—Anti-Snappers Are Fight- 
ing Judge Maynard Hard. 


Richmond, Va., November 4.—(Special.)— 
Mhe election next Tuesday will close what 
has been, in at least one respect, the most 
remarkable politica] contest in the history 
of the commonwealth of Virginia—a state 
campaign fought almost entirely on nation- 
ai lines. 

Indeed, the fight between the democrats 
and the populists has been waged practi- 
cally on the silver question alone, the men 
of theories standing firmly for the free 
coinage ot the white metal and subordinat- 
fpg all other matters to this one. 

Another peculiarity of the campaign is

that it has been one of hard work and of 
very little enthusiasm or manifestation of 
general pubic interest. Jt is doubtful 
whether any election in recent years has 
entailed so much iaborious effort on the 
part of party munagers with less satisfac- 
tory results or indications. Certainly such 
has not been the case in any popular con- 
test where only state officers were to be 
voted for. 

Both of the state tickets were nominated 
in August, the populists on the 3d and the 
democratic two weeks later, and the party 
fight began in dead earnest the Ist of Sep- 
tember. It has been waged with unremit- 
ting energy ever since, but it has failed 
to develop the usual interest until this, the 
closing week. 

Now the best work of the fall is being 
done, and the rests of eiforis put forth 
weeks ago are beginning to manifest them- 
selves in an encouraging manner. The two 
state chairmen have large forces at work 
at their respective headquarters issuing 
final orders, receiving reports from all sec- 
tions, repairing the breaks in party lines, 
Strengthening weak points and preparing 
for the decisive engagement. The next 
three days will, therefore, be pretty. live- 
ly. 

Cause of This Apathy. 

The unusual apathy or lack of interest 
that has existed among the people of the 
state, especially those who are naturally 
democratic voters, has beep unquestionably 
due to the great financial depression under 
which the entire country has suffered and 
to the intense anxiety with which the con- 
sideration of the repeal bill bas been regard- 
ed.

Has Done Much Spea , 

This campaign: will sees he: tistore as 
one conspicuous for much speaking. ‘The 
democrats have stuck pretty closely to 
home talent, of which there ag, ned an 
abundance, while the leaders of the new 
party have relied for the most part upon 
imported talent. It has been available at 
all times, as congress has been in session 
and they have been ab to draw upon their 
orators in both houses. @®f course they 
have a number of home speakers and some 
of them are even of considerable ability. 
The one great advantage that the demo- 
crats have is their thorough and compact 
organization. Hon. J. Taylor Ellyson, 
who was, by the unanimous voice of the 
great August gathering, called for the sec- 
ond time to the chairmanship of the party, 
which he had surrendered, two years before, 
to Hon. Basil B. Gordon, is perhaps the 
best organizer in Virginia, with the possi- 
ble exception of General Mahone. He 
surrounded himself with an executive com- 
mittee, composed of the best and most ac- 

ve men in the state and he told them, as 

did the state committeemen, that he cx- 


pected them to work hard. He has set 
them the example by sacrificing every other 
interest, except his mayoralty duties, to 
devote himself to the campaign. He has 
labored without ceasing, has traveled al: 
over the state- conferring with and instruct, 
ing his lieutenants, and directs today the 
best marshaled political array that has 
faced the enemy within a score of years. 

The populists are well organized, too, 
though not so thoroughly as their adver- 
saries. Their state chairman, Dr. C. H. 
Pierson, is an indefatigable worker and in 
the two years that he has been at the 
helm he has built up a ~party 
whose strength cannot be well discounted. 
His great lever has been the aliiance and 
third party paper, The Virginia Sun, which 
was founded and is still edited by him. 
Pierson is a man of good sense and a 
trenchant, incisive writer, but has not had 
the experience that the democratic chair- 
man has nor is he near so well known. 
His paper has been made a lively campaign 
sheet and has been given very wide and 
general distribution. That it has had con- 
siderable weight with certain classes there 
is no doubt. , 

Fight for Free Silver. 

The populists have made their fight out 
and out for free silver. Both in their 
speeches and in the literature 60 generously 
distributed: this has been the burden of 
their song. The on‘y other issue that they 
have used has been the Anderson-McCor- 
mick electoral board bill, whtch was passed 
by the democratic legisiature five or 61x 
years ago, aud gives the party in power 
practical control of the election machinery 
in every precinct. The democrats met this 
issue very promptly and effectually by call- 
ing public attention to the fact that Cap- 
tain E. Rh. Cocket, the third party nominee 
for governor, Was a member of the elec- 
toral board of his county from the passage 
of this law until quite recently. The theor- 
ists have, therefore, quieted down consid- 
erably on this subject. 

The democrats throughout the campaign 
have stood upon the record of the prese™ 
administration, which has been one of the 
most successful jn the state’s history, and 
while discussing the esiiver and tariff ques- 
tions in @ general way, have insisted that 
the fight should be strictly on state lines. 
The democrats have conducted a very clean 
canvass, and have used persuasion more 
than abuse in their references to the peoples’ 
party folks. 

Coming toa Close. 

The closing week of the canvass has been 
as always is the case, the most exciting 
one of the hard-fought battle. This is the 
time when every moment is valuable and 
every lick counts. The leaders of both 
parties are putting forth every effort to 
arouse the voters and now that congress has 
acted upon the repeal bill aud the country 
is setting down to business, the people are 
becoming interested. The. vote, however, 
promises to be light as the republicans are 
not taking any active part in the contest, 
and at this late day the managers cannot 
throw anything like their full support to 
the populist ticket, even if 
they try. The only republican candidate 
in the field at all is an independent who is 
running for the house of legislature in the 
New Kent district. Mahove early in the 
summer decided that his party should not 
take any hand whatever in the fight and 
this determination has, up to the present 
time, been carried out in good faith. Of 
course many republicans will support the 
populist ticket both for state officers and 
members of the general assembly, but, on 
the other hand, many will cast their bal- 
lots for O'Ferrall, Kent and Scott and 
the indications are that the negro vote 
will be smaller than ever before and more 
nearly evenly divided than heretofore. 

The election in Virginia is for governor, 
lieutenant governor, attorney general, half 
of the senate and the entire house of leg- 
islators. The legislature in turn elects all 
of the remaning state officers, a United 
States senator, both for the unexpired 
term of the lamented Barbour and for 
the full term of six years, an entire su- 
preme court bench and _ circuit court 
judges. Really as much interest attaches 
to the contest for senator and the supreme 
court places as that for the state ticket. 
There are not less than twenty aspirants 
for places on the supreme court bench 
and a half dozen who are willing to be 
senator. The fight for the latter office, 
from present indications, will be between 
General Fitz Hugh Lee and Mr. Thomas 
S. Martin. The chances are perhaps in 
favor of the latter, though the popular ex- 
governor has a strong following. Gen- 
eral Hunton, the present incumbent, will 
doubtless be re-elected to serve out the 
short term. 

The indications are that the majority for 
the democratic ticket on Tuesday will be 
at least 15.000, and may be much larger. 
Chairman Ellyson declines to give out any 
figures, but says there is no _ doubt 
that the ticket will be elected and that 
the democrats will elect three-fourths of 
the house. The populists are putting on 
a brave front, but they know that defeat 
is inevitable. Messrs. Cocke, Beverly and 
Gravely, their nominees, have made a 
game fight, but its only result can be to 
reduce the democratic majority of 50,000 
over Mahone four years ago and elect some 
members of the house.

Neal Has Madea Brilliant Fight, but It Was 
Uphill. 


Cincinnati, November 4.—(Special.)—Only 
the most sanguine democrats expect Ohio 
to go democratic next Tuesday. ‘The con- 
servative men in the party realize the fact 
that this is a republican state except on rare 
occasions, but the past history of Buckeye 
politics shows that it is always the unex- 
pected that happens. No one thought that 
Cleveland would come within 1,000 of car- 
rying all the electors last year and actually 
electing one by wpwards of 1,000 plurali- 
ty. The democrats have everything against 
them this year, except that they have one 
of the ablest and most fearless men in the 
party as the candidate for governor. He 
is the superior of Mcl\inley in every way, 
and has made a magnificent fight. Law- 
rence T’. Neal has been handicapped be- 
cause the administration is not supporting 
him ina way that it should. He is com- 
pelled to stand upon and speak for a gold- 
bug platform dictated from Washington 
when he is at heart a silver man.

Not one democrat of na- 
tional prominence not a resident of Ohio 
has come to the aid of Neal, who feels 
keenly his shabby treatment by the nation- 
al administration. Eex-Governor Camp- 
bell, however, has buried the hatchet and 
is doing some effective work for his old op- 
ponent. He and Neal will appear together 
on the same platform at Hamilton on Sat- 
urday night and there will be great rejoic- 
ing among the democrats who have long 
desired that these two leaders should be- 
come friends again. There is a legislat- 
ure to be elected this fall, but as there is 
no United States senator to be chosen 
the democrats won’t feel very badly if they 
lose it. The only reason for their wish- 
ing to carry the state is to redistrict it for 
congressional purposes, but they know that 
if they should win it this year it would 
probably defeat them two years hence, be- 
cause of the mistakes which are sure to 
be made, whichever party carries it.

His principal opponent 
is the republican nominee, Frank Jackson, 
who was for three terms secretary of state 
and has been a republican politician for 
many years. He is a “smart” man, and 
was proud to have attempted to extort 
money from an old soldier in order to bribe 
the pension otficers to give this soldier a 
pension. For this he was disbarred, even 
though all the pension bureau othcers were 
republicans ang was only restored to prac- 
tice by the personal solicitation of Seuator 
Allison one year later. This stain upon 
Jackson will cost him many Vutes. Jd. M. 
Josephs is the populist nominee. He is a 
farmer in comfortable circumstatices and 
a man of some degree of intelligence. He 
has made very little campaigning, but Gen- 
eral Weaver, Mrs. Lease and a score of 
other populists have made up the lack. Phe 
prohibitionists are a great factor in this 
campaign. They have | nominated Rev. 
Bennett Mitchell, a life long republican and 
s very able man. He has made an ageres- 
sive campaign and is pretending to believe 
that he will receire 25,000 votes. 
fowa Is Normally KRepublicen. 

It is proper to observe that lowa Is nor- 
mally and on national issues a& republican 
state. The election of Governur buies IM 
1889 and 1891 were accomplished by the 
aid of republicans who were enemies to the 
prohibitory law. This prohibitory law ‘o> 
passed in 1882, and has been added to by 
amendment and enacting provis:ols 80 that 
it is a very strong law and, had it public 
sentiment behind it, its success would have 
been great. The republican party has al- 
ways claimed to be the great moral party 
of Iowa and so it has always claimed to 
be the author and preserver of this pro- 
hibitory law. Remonstrances from sections 
where the law has never been enforced 
were of no avail. The climax came 1 
1889, when, although the law was a fail- 
ure in two-thirds of the state, the repub- 
lican platform endorsed it very heartily 
and declared it to be the “settled policy 
of the state.’ That settled policy phrase 
“settled? the anti-prohibition republicans, 
and they bolted in great numbers aud Hor- 
ace Boies was elected governor. ‘Two yenrs 
later against even stronger protests the 
party gave prohibition another endorse- 
ment, although the law had become al- 
most a total failure. Then Boies and tie 
whole state ticket was elected. Last year 
being presidential year, the platform did 
not touch on prohibition. This year the re- 
publicans backed clear dpwn and out, 
camped on democratic ground and declared 
in their platform that “prohibition is no 
test of republicanism” and adopted a local 
option plank. How that plank aroused the 
prohibition republicans! They had been 
educated to the belief that license was 
abominable and horribly demoeratic,a creat- 
ure of Satan, and now for their beloved 
party to thus advoeate such doctrines was 
too much. So these prohiblicaus held a state 
convention at Des Monies. nominated Ben- 
nett Mittchell for. governor and entered 
upon a vigorous campaign. The third party 
prohibitionists endorsed Mitchell and = so 
he will have a huge vote. In every county 
there are bolters for prohibition’s sake, 
and these bolting republicans may run 
Mitchell's vote to 25,000. Last year the 
third party prohibitionists cast 8,000 votes. 
Thus 17,000 republicans are expected to 
leave their party. Since Harrison carried 
the state by 23,000 last year this loss 
would be fatal under ordinary circumstan- 
ces, 

Coerced by the Administration. 


But it is a fact that the democrats are 
losing yotes, too. Iowa’s democracy has 
always been for free silver. This year, 
awed by the attitude of the administration, 
the democrats adopted an equivocal p.8nk 
on the subject.

THEATRICAL GOSSIP, 

New York audiences have been so accus-

The best of these was 
the interior of the farmhouse kitchen with 
its real stove—cooking utensils and all— 
and its long strings of dried apples hang- 
ing from the ceiling.

‘lhe story of the play relates to two broth- 
ers who quarreled over the disposition of 
the paternal acres. The younger one, in 
spite of the adviee of the elder, who is a 
bachelor, cuts up his half into building lots 
and goes into the Jand boom business. In- 
cidentally his daughter runs away and mar- 
ries a young physician in the town against 
her father’s wishes. The town-lot boom

speak for his ward in the committee 
which is to be elected tomorrow. After 
the primary is over, and = after every 
voter has had an opportunity to express 
himself it will be too late for complaint. 
Qf course it is impossible for everybody 
to get what he wants, as it would be 
impossible to select any committee of 
one hundred, the makeup of which 
would be fully satisfactory to everybody. 
Hence, after the people have spoken, 
the reasonable and sensible course is for 
all to accept ihe verdict, and join in mak- 
ing the citizens’ movement the success 
that it ought to be. No man should per- 
mit himself to stay away from the polls 
tomorrow on the idea that his vote 
would not change the result. If a thou- 
sand good men reasoned this way, it can 
very readily be scen where the city could 
suffer. Itis the duty of every man who 
is able and qualified to vote, to do so. 

As to ‘the tickets to be voted for to- 
morrow, every man has a right to cast 
his ballot for whom he pleases, without 
fear or favor. It is true that represen- 
tative meetings in every ward have rec- 
ommended delegations, and the 
hundred names so recommended 
pose a body of thoroughly representa- 
tive citizens, taken from almost every 
business and profession, If the full list 
of such recommendations is ratitied, the 
public may rest contented in the assur- 
ance that the welfare of the city will 
be protected. If, on the other hand, 
any changes are made, of course only 


is to be chosen in 


one 
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those men into whose hands the city’s 
interests can be safely placed will be 
selected. 

If by participation in a ward meeting 
a voter feels bound by its recommenda- 
tion, he can cast his ballot accerdingly. 

If the recommendation of the citizens’ 
meeting in his ward is approyed by a 
voter, even though he did not participate 
in the meeting, he can east his ballot for 
the delegates proposed. 

If some of the names proposed are 
Sutisfactory and some are not, the voter 
has a right to strike out and substitute 
until he makes up a ticket which meets 
his unqualitied approval. 

If none of the tickets recommended 
are satisfactory, and the yoter wishes to 
make his own ticket, he has a right to 
do so. 

Thus, after all, the full accountability 
and responsibility for tomorrow's action 
rests with the people. 

It must be remembered that the com- 
mittee of one hundred to be elected to- 
morrow has a most responsible duty to 
perform in the nomination of a municipal 
ticket. Whatever names are proposed 
by this committee will be entitled to the 
united support of the people of Atlanta. 
The ticket it names must and will be 
elected, and The Constitution proposes 
to stand by it, believing that the citi- 
zens movement should receive’ the 
hearty support of all good citizens and 


‘ that tlie best way to make it successful | 


is to abide the citizens’ nomination. 

With this statement of the case we 
urge the importance of a general vote 
tomorrow, so that the full and unques- 
tioned sentiment of the people may find 
expression in the ballot box. 


Not the Democratic Way. 
Party wreckers and the patronage 
may. believe that an intolerant, 
proscriptive spirit will “pest serve their 
narrow purposes, but their policy will 
not suit the democratic masses. 

Just now, there is a disposition in cer- 
tain quarters to place under the ban 
and read out of the party thousands of 
alliancemen who have voted the demo- 
cratic ticket all their lives. These men 
have been democrats from their cradles 
up, but as. alliancemen they accepted 
the Ocala platform, without, however, 
wavering in their support of the 
mocracy. 

It is now proposed in some quarters to 
organize democratic clubs to control the 
party organization with a view to elimli- 
nating the alliance element, 

We have heretofore pointed out the 
dangerous and unexpected workings of 
such a scheme, and by way of illustra- 
tion we suggested that it would have 
the unlooked for effect of expelling Sen- 
ator Gordon from the party. Every 
fair-minded democrat must admit that 
there would be neither sense nor justice 
in this, Senator Gordon is a democrat, 
yet he joined the alliance and accepted 
its platform in taking its oath. 

Now, it is plain that the Chicago plat- 
form is the supreme political law of the 
democratic parity, This cannot be de- 
nied, but democrats construe certain 
planks differently and favor some meas- 
ures that are not in the platform. Does 
this fact justify a faction holding differ— 
ent views in ruling them out of the 
party? If a democratic allianceman 
supports the Chicago platform and at 
the same time favors legislation that is 
not included in It, like the income tax, 
for instance, is any democrat or faction 
of democrats authorized to drive him 
out of the party organization? 

This is a very serious question, and it 
cannot safely be left to the decision of 
the patronage press, and certainly not to 
the party-wrecking part of it. 

Our best course is to get together in 
the old-fashioned democratic way, and 
adjust our differences within our own 
camp instead of branding those who 
differ with us as unsound democrats, 
and ordering them to fall into line with 
the third party. 

We shall oppsse such a reckless and 
angry policy to the last. It can bring 
only discord and division. It is not the 
democratic way. 


Press 
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There Will Be No Freoxles. 


The Constitution is in receipt of the 
following communication: 

Editor Constitution—After ithe general com- 
mittee of one hundred, which nominates the 
Citizens’ ticket, is chosen, wi.l it be in ordér 
for any of the delegates to turn over their 
credentials and deliver their proxy to any 
one else? There is a very important principle 
involyed in this and I would like to know 
something about it pending the primary. Re- 
spectfully, VOTER. 

Our correspondent is unnecessarily 
alarmed if he is of the opinion that a 
delegate to the committee of one hun- 
dred has the right to transfer his posi- 
tion on that committee to any one else, 

The committee of one hundred is to 
be elected by the people, and a member 
of that committee would have no more 
right to delegate the functions of his 
position than a member of the legisla- 
ture would have t® ask some one else to 
represent his constituents in the general 
assembly. 

‘There will be one hundred men elected 
by the people tomorrow to form a 
citizens’ nominating eommittee. ‘To the 
men so chosen, and none others, do the 
people delegate the right to nominate 
au citizens’ municipal ticket. Such a 
transfer would be a piece of presump- 
tion and the committee would not give 
such a proposition a moment's considera- 
tion, Such a step would invalidate 
any action the committee might take, 
for if one man has a right to delegate 
his vote, fifty-one would have the same 
right, and thus the majority control of 
the committee selected by the people 
could be passed into the hands of those 
who would not be directly responsible 
to the people. 

There will be no proxies in the com- 
mittee of one hundred! 


Mr. Cleveland’s Silver Policy, 


There are strong intimations from 
Washington to the effect that President 
Cleveland proposes, in his forthcoming 
message, to go deeply into the whole 
subject of the country’s finances. It is 
declared by those who have talked with 
him on the subject that he will not con- 
fine himself to the currency question as 
it is affected by a bond issue, or to the 
national banks, but will discuss the sil- 
ver problem fully and fairly. 

It is said that the president regarded 
the unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
Jaw as a first and necessary step to- 
ward a definite solution of the problem. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Gorman, 
representing the administration, declared 
that Mr. Cleveland was in favor of the 
repeal of the whole Sherman law, in ac- 
cordance with the demand of the demo- 
eratic platform, but, owing to the divis- 
jon among democrats as to conditional or 
unconditional repeal, John Sherman and 
his republican followers were able to 
dictate the terms of repeal. Sherman 
insisted on the repeal of the purchasing 
clause only, and those who werein favor 
of unconditional repeal were compelled to 
accept this compromise. This has no 
material bearing on the silver question 
as it stands since repeal, and we refer to 
it only for the purpose of showing that 
the repeal of the purchasing clause only 
was not what the administration de- 
sired in the beginning. 

A Washington dispatch in an eastern 
paper—a2 dispatch that bears the marks 
of having been carefully prepared—says 
that it is understood to be Mey Cleve- 


land’s purpose, now that United 
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States have “taken a conservative atti- 
tude on the subject,” to bring about, if 
possible, an international understanding. 
This dispatch says that Mr. Cleveland 
will propose that the monetary confer- 
ence, Which was postponed until the 
present month, be reconvened. New 
commissioners are to be appointed, and 
all the foreign governments are to be 
notified of the intentions of the purpose 
to renew negotiations for an internation- 
al settlement. 

This statement, if it is not exaggerated, 
shows that Mr. Cleveland has a broader 
policy for the setilement of the silver 
question than many people give him 
credit for. It is certainly true that if 
there is any advantage to be found in 
an international agreement, there will 
never be a more fayorable moment than 
now presents itself for the eonsideration 
of some measure of relief that will re- 
lieve the business and commerce of the 
world from the strain placed upon it by 
the increasing value of gold. 

Unquestionably the cessation of pur- 
chases of silver bullion by the United 
States treasury will add to this strain, 
and the addition may be measured by 
the fall of silver. As silver falls, the 
value of gold increases, and this increase 
puts a pressure on business and enter- 
prise. If it should so happen that the 
fall of silver drags down the exchange 
rates of England with the far east to the 
snapping point, then there will be a 
panic in London, the effects of which 
may be felt in this country. But when 
that result is brought about, the busi- 
ness men of Great Britain will be ready 
to enter into an international agreement 
in order to protect their interests, and 
then Mr. Cleveland’s silver policy, if il 
has been correctly outlined, will reach 
an importance that cannot at this time 
be definitely measured. 

England already has serious trouble in 
Tndia and Australia. The Indian experi- 
ment of giving an artificial gold value to 
the rupee bas been a tremendous failure, 
and with silver at 65 or even GY cents 
an ounce the dislocation will be still 
more serious. The fall in rates of silver 
exchange has already paralyzed lEng- 
land’s commerce with the silver using 
countries of the east and of South Ameri- 
ca. and her manufacturing industries are 
threatened with serious trouble. 

These are facts that every reader of 
current history is familiar with, and they 
all make it possible that Mr. Cleveland's 
international policy will find favor with 
the European governments. At the 
same time, it is to be borne in mind that 
these governments are controlled and 
manipulated by the bondholding and 
money lending classes, and that the 
condition which is crippling the business 
and industrial development of the siu- 
gle standard nations is piling up the 
golden profits of these classes. 
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A Notable Proclamation. 

President Cleveland’s ‘Thanksgiving 
proclamation for this year is a model 
document. 

Close readers will note the fact that 
Mr. Cleveland speaks in general terms 
of the “divine goodness and merey” and 
“the blessings we have received at the 
hands of God.” 

This is beyond criticism, as a matter 
of course, Dut it will be seen, when Mr. 
Cleveland's former proclamations are 
exumined, that he for some reason de- 
parts from his usual custom, and does 
not refer this year to any special bless- 
ings. In his first Thanksgiving procla- 
mation in 1885 he acknowledged “our 
deliverance from the shock and danger 
of political convulsion,” the “plenteous 
crops which reward the labor of the 
husbandman and increase our nition’s 
wealth.” and “the contentment through- 
out our borders which follows in the 
train of prosperity and abundance.” In 
1886 his proclamation referred to the 
“renewal of business prosperity through- 
out our land,” the “return which has re- 
warded the labor of those who till the 
soil,’ and “our progress as a people in 
all that makes a nation great.” In 1887 
he speaks of “a generous return to the 
labor of the husbandman,” and says that 
“every path of honest toil has led to 
comfort and contentment.” In 1888 we 
find him returning thanks for “the abun- 
dant harvests which have rewarded the 
toil of the husbandman during the year 
that has passed, and for the rich rewards 
that have followed the labors of our 
people in their shops and their marts of 
trade and traffic.”’ 

The omission of these special acknowl- 
edgements in the proclamation just is- 
sued was doubtless intentional, coming 
as the proclamation does, so soon after 
the victory of currency contraction, 

The proclamation is very carefully 
worded, and as we remarked before, is 
beyond criticism. 


Silver and Farm Products. 

The esteemed Montgomery Advertiser 
continues to draw upon its vast fund of 
misinformation in its vhin effort to dis- 
prove our claim that the shrinkage in the 
value of farm products has kept pace 
with the decline in silver. The Advertis- 
er, by the way, in its continued convul- 
sions over the excellence of The Consti- 
tution’s Alabama news reports and its 
growing popularity in that state, devotes 
about two columns of ifs editorial col- 
umns every day to The Constitution. We 
have neither the space, time nor inclina- 
tion to refer to them more than once a 
week, and then very briefly. 

Our contemporary is wasting time and 
labor. ‘There is no room for argument. 
If The Advertiser will glance at a re- 
cent pamphlet from the pen of Mr, C. P. 
Huntington, the well-known capitalist, 
it will find that the facts and figures 
there given fully sustain our position. 
Mr. Ttuntingion gives the following ta- 
bles showing how wheat and cotton have 
fallen with silver since 1872:

With these cold statistics to brood over, 
The Advertiser should think twice be- 
fore it prints the crude reflections of “An 
Old Subseriber”’ or exhibits its own ig- 
norance on the subject. Even with its 
labored figuring, the Montgomery paper 
shows a shrinkage of say 50 per cent 
in the values of farm products since the 
demonetization of silver. Why it goes 
to the trouble of damaging its side of the 
question by this disastrous showing 
simply to prove that we are mistaken in 
our statement that the shrinkage 
amounts to 82 per cent, is hard to un- 
derstand. We are satisfied that S2 per 
cent is nearer right than 50 per cent, but 
we can well afford to accept the latter 
estimate, Does The Advertiser hold 
that a 50 per cent fall in the price of 
farm products in the past twenty years 
isa mere trifle? The farmers have seen 
this decline in their staples go hand in 
hand with the decline in silver, and it 
is no use to attempt to pacify them with 
goldbug theories. ‘Their answer is that 
they confront a condition and not a 
theory- 
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Free and Fair Elections. 

The amendment of the Australian bal- 
lot biil offered by Representative Doo- 
lan, of Chatham, so as to make it cover 
the entire state, instead of only two 
counties, is generally favored by the 
press of the state. 

The newspapers of the state are almost 
solidly in favor of the proposed ballot 
reform. All respectable classes and 
interests demand free and fair elections 
that will enable voters to deposit the 
ballots of their choice  wuninfluenced by 
corrupuon and intimidation, The Aus- 
tralian system checkmates those who 
would interfere with elections by fraud 
or force. 

Naturally, such a law must have the 
approval of all candidates and voters 
who understand its objects and methods, 
and who desire to see every possible 
safeguard thrown around the ballot box. 
Our daily and weekly contemporaries 
are strong advocates of the proposed 
reform, and we take it for granted that 
they represent public sentiment in the 
matter. Mr. Doolan’s bill, we learn, 
will be remodeled at his instance before 
it is reported from the committee, and 
when it comes before the general assem- 
bly in its amended shape, covering every 
county, we have no doubt of its passage. 
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Wall Street Still Blue. 
Another day has passed, and still Wall 
Street seems to be in the dumps. ‘The 
boom that was to develop in that center 
of speculation immediately on the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law has thus far failed to materialize. 
On the contrary the week closed with a 
downward tendency in the stocks known 
as industrials, and wheat, cotton, corn 
and sugar went off. This, however, 
is merely the result of speculation. 
Some of the sharp operators, who have 
the knack of controlling the market— 
who know how to knock prices down— 
have come to the conclusion that it is 
not to their interest to have a boom in 
Wall street, and so, instead of allowing 
naiural conditions to do their perfe:t 
work, these operators are hammering 
away at all the impulses of recovery and 
have succeeded in taking the edge off of 
hope so far as the return of prosperity 
in Wall street is concerned. 

But this is all. Legitimate business is 
growing steadily better. The banks 
are gathering the money that was with- 
drawn and hoarded, The statement of 
the clearing house banks of New York 
may be taken asa gauge of the condition 
of the banks all over the country. Their 
deposits have enormously increased, and 
money is no longer in stays. 

Wall street is not a factor in the busi- 
ness prosperity of the country. 
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A Safe Investment. 

What is a safe investment? The in- 
quiry is often made, and business men 
are always interested in the matter. 

The safest and surest investment that 
can be made is to put money in real 
estate. This is shown by the large for- 
tunes that have been made in our great 
cities by those who have judiciously in- 
vested in real estate. The record shows 
that the fortunes made in this way are 
more substantial than those made in 
speculation. ‘They seem to hold together.

Member of the north Georgia conference 
and brough't up a fa mily of lawyers, preachers 
and journalists, each of bis seven sons 
graduating with honor. 

The subject of this sketch fought through 
the closing years of the war, a soldier boy 
in OColquitt’s brigade. After the surrender of 
Johnston he returned home, and having a 
generow offer of help toward his education 
from the late William Fraley, of Hancock, 
he graduated at Emory college in 1868. Pay- 
fing back the loan after hard work, he married 
Miss Luia Trammell, of Cartersville, a charm- 
ing and noble woman; and giving up the 
dream of his boyhood iu the expected practice 
of law, he joined the south Georgia confer- 
ence ‘n 1873. Since then he ‘thas served the 
church at Quitman, Dawson, Macon, Ameri- 
eus and Columbus in that conference. After 
eix years in Columbus he was transferred to 
Tennessee and appointed chaplain of Vander- 
bilt university and pastor of West End 
church. -Completing the magnificent new 
church and a pastorate of three years at 
Nashville, he ‘was returned to Georgia at his 
own request, the bishop and h’s church de- 
siring him to stay, and was stationed at 
Trinity church, in this city. flere during 
three years nearly 900 members have been 
added to his charge. 

The characteristic hatred of lying that 
marked the boyhood of Dr. Lewis elings to 
him yet. He is strong in his conviction, ean- 
did in statement, independent and out-speken 
in all questions without regard to popularity 
or policy. One fact is vs pride and nature. 
He treats the rich and the poor of his charge 
with absolute impartiality in esteem and no- 
tice. He seeks to combine in his ministry 
the preacher and the pastor, giving the fore- 
poon to reuling and study and the afternoon 
to visiting. As a preacher he appeals to the 
reason 2nd conscience, rather than to the 
feelings, and takes a wide range of subjects, 
rarely using his old sermons,

more thoroughly in earnest, or one whdse 
manner impressed me more effectively as that 
of a man who had a message to deliver. He

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HAYES’ WILD THREAT 


The Wurderer Fights the Officers on 
the Street. 


MANY GATHER TO SEE THE STRUGGLE. 


He Begs the Officers to Shoot Him, but 
Is Finally Carried to Jail, 
Bound Fast. 


_— - —_—— 


With all the energy of his savage nature, 
‘Andrew Hayes, the human fiend who wants 
f0 give his life he took nine years 
azo, proceeded to make good his threat to 
force the oflicers who him from ihe 
police station to kill him in the attempt 
yesterday aiteruoon. 

It was not auy fault of his that the plan 
miscarried. The force of numbers 
came his obstinate resistance, 
him, panting and exhausted, in a cell in 
the « jail. In a determined effort 
to make the officers shoot him, Hayes at- 
tracted « half-thousand people, who watch- 
ed him strugele to free himself to run. He 
Jonght like an infuriated tiger, and the 
big crowd that gathered on the street ex- 
pected to him killed as he had de- 
clared he would be. 

Hayes was kept closely confined in his 
cell ut police headquarters ail yesterday 
morning, and spent his time in moody con- 
templation, when he was not smoking cig- 
avettes and begging the janitor to give him 

knife with which to kill himself. He is 
a cigarette fiend and smokes them by the 
half dozen packs. He has not wavered in 
the slightest regarding his confession and 
his desire to die since he was locked up. 
die has remained the same, reckless, des- 
perate, morose, sullen wretch that he has 
aiways been. 

Yesterday afternoon Detectives Bedford, 
lolcombe and Cason were given instrue- 
tions to carry Hayes to Justice Landrum’s 
court and there have him formally com- 
mitted to jail for the assault committed on 
his mistress in front of the Markham house 
Jast Monday night. It was the intention 
of the police authorities to have Hayes in- 
dicted tor murder at a later date. 

Detective Bedford went to Hayes’s cell 
with Turnkey Gallagher and told him that 
he was to be taken to jail. 

“You'll huve to kill mo to do it,’ 
Hayes sutlenly. 

Detective Be “lford smiled. 
not,” he said. 

The combined efforts of Detectives Cason 
and Tlolcombe and Turnkey Gallagher were 
required to keep Hayes still, while Detec- 
live Bedford handeutfed his hands behind 
him. Then Hayes was dragged out of 
the police station between Bedford and 
diolcombe, Detective Cason following be- 
bind. 

Hiayes was pulled along for two squares, 
When ith a sudden lunge forward, he 
threw himself half loose from the ofticers 
and dropped upon the sidewaik. He fought 
and kicked with the fury of an enraged 
gebra, and the officers who held him had 
as much as they could do to keep him from 
running

While we firht was in progress the great 
etream of Saturday afternoon strollers on 
Decatur street collected and watched wth 
thrilled interest the contest between the 
officers and the murderer. The crowd filled 
the street and clogged the sidewalk for 
a full square. The people expected blood-

The patrol wagon was called and with 
the greatest difficulty Hayes was put into 
ft. He was put on the bottom between 
the two side seats and was held there while 
the wagon rattled hastily. away toward the 
fail. 

At the jail Hayes gave his custodians an- 
other fight. THe was as obstinately deter- 
mined as ever to resist the officers and 

oad them jnto giving him mortal hurt, 
but he was overcome and led into the pris- 
on. ere he was seized by two burly 
negro prisoners and borne in, struggling and 
kicking, to ‘“‘Nine Spot, * where he was 
locked in. Every vestige of furniture was 
taken from the cell in which Hayes was 
pinced and it was left perfeotly bare. He 
sazed about him like a defeated tiger. He 
tore up the water pipes to get something 
avith which to kill himself, but Jailer Mar- 
dis quickly disarmed him. 

Hayes will be carried before the grand 
jury when it meets again and aitowed to 
tell his story.

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CHRISTIAN WOlaBRS 
Convention of the Association Jo Be Held 


Next Week at Atifinta. 


THE ORIGIN OF A NOBLE ORGANIZATION. 


And the Splendidand Enduring Work I 
Has Already Accomplished—Some Who 
Will Take a Leading Part. 


~ 


The eighth annual convention of the In- 
ternationa!] Association of Christian Work- 
ers, to be held in Atlanta this week, prom- 
ises to be a remarkable gathering in many 
ways. ‘The membership of the association 
includes the most prominent Christian 
workers on both sides of the Atlantic and 
the coming convention will probably be at- 
teuded by above 5,000 people. The charm 
of these conventions lies in the novelty and 
originality of their programme. Each 
speaker describes his own method of work, 
the class whom he has sought out, the ob- 
stacles he has encountered and the means 
adopted to overcome them. The ex peri- 
ences thus related are often of thrilling in- 
terest. There is no self-gloriticutiou, no 
advertising, no boasting, but a simple de- 
sire on the part of each speaker to place 
at the service of his brethren the benefits 
of his own experience. ‘The inspiration of 
these addresses jis wonderful. Men and 
women go away from these conventions to 
their Own cities stimulated to engage in 
Christian work there. They have heard 
what has been done elsewhere, how appa- 
rently feeble instruments, full of faith in 
the power of the Holy Spirit, have attempt- 
ed some work for Christ, depending solely 
on that power and have been blessed with 
Success surpassing the most sanguine hopes. 
They have learned, too, the practical side 
of the work. They have heard of mis- 
takes at the beginning, of failures through 
inexperience, of methods tried and found 
useless, and finally success coming through 
unexpected discoveries of new agencies or 
plans. Thus the Christian from a spiritu- 
ally lifeless, torpid community, leaves the 
convention not only encouraged to enter 
the field and strive to win souls, or to or- 
ganize some philanthropic _ effort, but 
equipped with technical knowledge gained 
from the painful experience of others. 
Many a work in distant cities which is now 
lifting men out of the mire of sin and vice, 
helping them morally, spiritually and tem- 
porally, has had _ its origin in 
these conventions. s an emi- 
nent divine in Massachusetts said after 
attending last year’s convention, when 
asked to describe it, “Bring to gether a mis- 
sionary conference, a gospel meeting in 
the slums, a revival service, an experience 
meeting, a gathering of souls waiting like 
those in the upper chamber at Jerusalem for 
the outpouring of the Holy Spirit, assemble 
believers by the thousand from many lands, 
hold three sessions every day and you have 
the external of the convention of Christian 
workers,” 

At DeGive's Opera House. 


The sessions of the coming convention 
will be held in DeGive’s opera house. 
It seats 3,000 persons and — overtlow 
meetings are to be held in neighboring 
churches. Preliminary prayer meetings will 
also take place in the churches of Atlanta 
on Wednesday evening, November 8th, and 
the first session opens in the opera house 
at 9 o’clock on the following morning. 
Three sessions will be held every day ex- 
cept Sunday, for a week, closing with the 
evening session of Wednesday, November 
15th. 

For the convenience of the delegates from 
the east, a special train will leave Jersey 
City, N. J., via the Pennsylvania and Rich- 
mond and Danville railronds at 11 o'clock 
on the morning of November 6th, reaching 
Washington the same evening. Special 
services will be held in several Washington 
churches for the delegates. At 11 o’clock 
the following morning, when delegates 
from New England, Canada and other sec- 
tions will have arrived, the train leaves 
Washingtow. Arrangements have been 
made for visits to various battle fields, 
including Bull Run, Kennesaw Mountain. 
Allatootia Heights and other of Sherman's 
battle fields. 

The arrangements for the convention are 
in charge of a local executive comtnittee, 
the chairman of which is Governor William 
J. Northen. This is by no means the first 
time that Governor Northen has taken 
a prominent part in religious assemblies. 
He has for eight years been the moderator 
of the Washington Baptist Association, and 
has in many other ways manifested his in- 
terest in Christian work. He comes of an 
old Scotch family whose representative 
came to this country nearly two centuries 
ago and settled in North Carolina. Subse- 
quently ihe family removed to Georgia, 
where the governor Was born some fifty 
eight years ago. In his young days he was 
noted as, a successful educator, and suc- 
ceeded Dr. Carlisle Beman in the charge 
of the famous ‘Mount Zion High school. He 
distinguished himself in war, and at its 
close served his state in various political 
positions. He was also a trustee of Mercer 
university and the Washington institute. 
In 1890 the citizens of his state conferred 
upon him the highest honor in their gift 
by electing him governor. 

Work of the Axsoclation. 


Valuable as is the function of the Asso- 
ciation of Christian Workers in bringing to- 
gether once a year so many distinguished 
servants of Christ for mutual helpfuluess, 
this service by no Means comprises all its 
functions. It has charge of what is called 
a bureau of supplies, which is organized to 
supply Christian workers of all kinds with 
the yarious appliances needed in their work. 
Chief among these are the various kinds 
of gospel wagons and push carts which 
are constructed to furnish a suitable plat- 
form for speakers, a place for the portable 
organ, and other conveniences. From the 
bureau of supplies may also be obtained a 
complete apparatus for the boys’ clubs, floral 
cards for Sunday schools and children’s 
mission schools, contribution cards, and 
many different books helpful to workers in 
kdiffgremt spheres. The association 
called into existeuce at the tirst convention, 
heid in Chicago in 1886. At that. con- 
*Vention the benefit derived from the con- 
sultation of so many Christian workers 
of different denominations and diiferent 
spheres.of labor was so evident that 4 
committee Was appointed to eall another 
convention and “to do euch other work 
as it might think wise for the advancement 
of special forms of aggressive Christian 
effort among those not reached by the 
ordinary ministrations of the church.” This 
committee afterwards organized the 
ciation by the addition of co-operating and 
sustaining members, who paid a smal] fee 
to furnish an income for office and elerica! 
expenses. The affairs of the association 
are conducted by the ten persons, who 
form the managing committee. A more 
representative body of workers it would 
be dificult to get together. Drawn from 
various classes, with very varied experi- 
ences, they are united in the dominant 
object of their lives, the winning of souls 
for Christ. 

Prominent Members of the Convention. 


Rey. S. P. Holcombe, the chairman of 
the committee, was formerly superintendent 
of the Union Gospel ‘Mission in Louisville, 
Ivy., and is now engaged in evangelistic 
work. In his younger days he was one of 
the most notorious gamblers in Louisville, 
and since his conversion he has devoted 
himself largely to the reclamation of that 
class of men. Miss Bertha H. Wright 
has served four’ years on the 
committee. She is an Episcopalian, and 
has done valuable work in Ottawa jn eon- 
nection with that church by gathering jy 
the working girls of the city for religious 
education. She commenced with a smal] 
class of seven girls Which now has a mem.- 
bership of over 200; a Young Wo- 
men’s Christian Association has been oy- 
ganized, and a home for friendless women 
established. Beside this she conducts 4 
regniarly organized system of rescue work 
which has had a marvelous success. The 
expenses of her various institutions have 
sometimes aggregated a month, but: 


usso- 
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the need has always been promptly met by 
the citizens of Ottawa, who know the value 
of the work she is doing. Mrs. J. K. Bar- 
ney, the third member of the committee, 
is famous for her work in connection with 
the Women’s Christian Temperance Un- 
ion. She is one of the union’s most effec- 
tive speakers and has visited every s6ec- 
tion of the country in her advocacy of the 
cause. A few years ago her average 
yearly record of travel was thirty thousand 
miles, and most of it was at her own ex- 
pense. It was mainly through her earli- 
est and persistent efforta that the appoint- 
ment of. matrons at police stations had 
become so general. 

John F. Barclay, the fourth member of 
the committee conducts a successful gospel 
mission on Marietta street, Atlanta, Ga. 
The fifth member is the distinguished Ca- 
uadian philanthropist—thrice mayor of To- 
ronto—Hon. W. H. Howland, who is vice 
sresident of the association. Under Mr. 
lowland’s administration Toronto won 
the position of being the city in which the 
Lord’s day was observed more generaliy 
and scrupulously than in any other city in 
the world. The moral tone of the city 
also generally improved under his sway. 
Although a busy and successful business 
man, Mr. Howland finds time for gospel 
work among the neglected classes and is 
at the head of several philanthropic organi- 
zations. 

Rey. David Allan Reed has long been 
the intimate associate of Mr. Moody and is 
secretary of his school for young men at 
Northfield. He was for many years pastor 
of Hope church at Springfield, Mass., which 
has been the mother of several other 
churches. Mr. Reed founded the Spring- 
field School for Christian Workers, 
whose object it is to train young men for 
Sunday school work and for assistnt pas- 
tors. He has also established an indus- 
trial and technical school for practical 
instruction in various c¢allings. ‘The de- 
mands of those two institutions became so 
envrossing that Mr. Reed recently resigned 
his pastorate that he might devote to them 
all bis time. Rey. B. Fay Mills’s evangel- 
istic labors have made him honored and 
loved in every section of the country. Mr. 
L. P. Tibbals, the eighth member of, th 
committee, has done a grand work in New 
York with his cheap lodging houses. Many 
a man, decent and respectable, but tempo- 
rarily stranded, has thanked God for put- 
ting it into the heart of Mr. Tibbals = 
open those houses in various parts of the 
city, where for a few cents he can hay e 
deanly accommodation for the nigit. 
Many a man, too, ruined and undone, has 
in secking a night’e rest there found 
through the kindly sympathy and help giv- 
en him the way to « new start upward in 

» moral and social scale. - “ 
Cher Reuben A. Torrey, of Chicago, 1s 
chairman of the Association of Christian 

Workers, and has occupied that position 
from the beginning of its existence. He is 
one of the leading divines of the west and 
a man of the finest qualities of head and 
heart. Rev. John ©. Collins is the secre- 
tary and chief executive. He was practi- 
cally the founder and originator of tne 
association, and he has labored enthusias- 
tically and indefatigably for its success. 
He is about forty-three years of age and is 
a graduate of Yale. His first work was 
done in the city missionary field at New 
Haven, Conn._In that work he gained an 
intimate and extensive knowledge of the 
needs of the people and set himself ener- 
getically to supply them. He conducted at- 
tractive services on Sunday evenings in a 
hall in the center of the city, attended the 
police courts to talk with the prisoners, and 
visited them in their homes. The work, 
however, which he most loves, and that in 
which his success has been phenomenal, 
is his work among the young people. One 
of his happiest ideas was that of a boys 
club, to which a penny savings bank is 
attached, This idea has now extended to 
other cities, and during the past four years 
nearly 20,000 boys of the street have thus 
been brought under Christian influence. 

Such is the committee which has charge 
of the affairs of the Internationa] Associa- 
tion of Christian Workers. Among others 
who will take a leading part in the work of 
the coming convention may be mentioned, 
John G. Woolley, long famous as a Chris- 
tian worker: Rev. KE. P. Hammond, the 
noted evangelist; Jacob A. Riis, whose 
work among, and writings on the poor of 
New York has given him an international 
reputation, and John Willis Baer, of the 
Society of Christian Endeavor. The qual- 
ifications of those named for their duties 
are not in their adherence to ereed, or in 
their partisan denominationalism, but in 
their sympathy with every one who is in 
any way serving Christ by helping the 
needy. That sympathy is cordially given 
whether the help rendered is to the body 
or the soul. They believe that Christianity 
was intended by its divine founder to be 
® many-sided blessing to the world and 
that he is a true follower of the Master who 
is engaged in assisting the poor, in alleviat- 
ing the sorrows of the distressed, as fully 
as he who is preaching the gospel. Thus 
they strive to bring into contact and com- 
munication the workers in all fields. They 
make no inquiries as to the denomination 
to which a worker belongs before extend: 
ing to him fraternal welcome. If he is on 
the side of Christ, if he is trying in any 
way to fulfill Christ’s injunction of help- 
fulness, they recognize him as a brother, 
rejoice with him over his success, advise 
with him about his difficulties, encourage 
him to new effort and pray to God to 
strengthen him and bless him. The exist- 
ence and progress of such an association 
ig one of the most cheering signs of the 
times. The coming convention at Atlanta 
promises to mark an epoch in the evan- 
gelical history of America. 

Evervthing Is Now Ready. 

As a preparation for the convention next 
Thursday, all of the pastors of the city 
have been requested to preach this morning 
on the subject of “Aggressive Christian 
Work.” 

The delegates will begin to arrive early 
during the week and by Wednesday even- 
ing a large majority of the members of 
the convention will be on hand. 

At the Wednesday night prayer meeting 
a nuumber of the delegates to the conven- 
tion will be present and will make short 
tulks. it is hoped that a full attendance 
from the membership of each church will 
be on hand for the purpose of giving them a 
cordial welcome and to hear what they 
huve to say ip regard to the convention. 

Next Sunday the pulpits of the city will 
be occupied by the Christian Workers, who 
will relate the marvelous, though simple 
story of their gospel work. A nuwber 
of pulpits out of the city will also be sup- 


| plied and thuse who desire to extend the 


hospitality of their churches to the con- 
vention will notify the local executive com- 
mittee without delay. It is the desire of 
this coinmittee to cover all of the smaller 
towns within @ radius of forty or fifty 
miles of the city, and thus extend, in a 
weasure, the beneficial work of the con- 
vention, 

The work of trimming the opera house 
and getting it ready for the convention will 
begin tomorrow afternoon, and all who 
desire, or feel inclined to aid in this mat- 
ter, will meet at the opera house tomorrow 
afternoon at 2 o’clock. This will be a feat- 
ure of the forthcoming convention, and 
the idea of the committee is to give the 
place an attractive and patriotic appear- 
ance, It will be decorated with flags and 
bunting and appropriate mottoes, relating 
to Christian work, will be suspended from 
the galleries and hung in such a way as to 
be easily read. 

Atlanta will have everything in readi- 
ness by next Thursday, and it goes without 
saying, that her reputation for hospitality 
will be nobly upheld by her entertainment 
of the Christian Workers’ convention.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


NEW YORK, November 4.—The week, 
which has witnessed the satisfactory settle- 
ment of a great financial problem of inte ®na- 
tional importance and a return to nominal 
conditiogs of the local monetary situation, by 
the retirement of the outstanding clearing 
house foan certificates, which loans of all 
kinds are easily obtainable at low rates of in- 
terest,'and with the associated banks holding 
@ surplus of over $52,000,000, closes on the 
gtock exchange depressed in tone and at a 
decline, compared with the closing sales of the 
preceding Saturday ranging up to 7 34 per 
cent in the active list, in wich the general 
market shared freely, with but one or two ex- 
ceptions, notably Lackawanna and Pacific 
Mail, with such generaily favorable conditions 
it was only by means of those artifices with 
which the professional traders are fawiliar 
that a reactionary movement could be success- 
fully carried out, and ail the various means, 
including rumor and innuendi, were used to 
affect values unfavorably, with the result al- 
ready noted. Today’s market was not impor- 
tant, save in that it was marked by a continu- 
ance of the same tactics that have prevailed 
throughout the week. The opening was firm 
and a slight improvement was made in the 
early dealings, but the traders were in the 
market to sell and quickly changed the temper 
of speculation.

Weekly Bank Statement. 

NEW YORK, November 4.—(Special.)—The 
New York Financier says this week: The de- 
tailed statement of the associated banks of 
New York city. after a japse of nearly five 
gnonths, again appears in-our columns. The 
last detailed statement was issued on June 
10th, and since that time the loan committee 
of the clearing house has issued and cancelled 
$41,490,000 in loan certificates,which the banks 
used to carry the country safely through the 
financial cyclone which swept over the Unit- 
ed States. 

The most important event that occurred dur- 
ing the past week, next to the passage of the 
Voorhees bill. was the cancellation of the last 
of the clearing house certificates held by the 
New York banks. The official statement of 
the clearing house banks for the week ending 
November 4th shows a gain in every item. The 
net increase in the cash is $6,763,700, made up 
from a gain in legal senders af $552.000, and 
an increase in specie to the extent of $6,211,- 

oo. The gain from subtreasury operations 
was $1,000,000 and the receipts from the in- 
terior accounts for the balance. The remark- 
able increase in the deposits still continues 
and last week the gain in that item was §$14,- 
150,900, making the aggregat@ deposits $447,- 
412,600. An excellent s.gn of returning business 

rosperity is exhibited in the expansion of 
oans to the amount of $5,058,500 for the 
week, and the total loans now amount to 
8402,383,300. y the changes the reserve is 
increased $3,225,975, and the amount of re- 
serve now held over legal requirements is 
$52,013,450, which is greater with one excep- 
tion, than at any othe: period in ine history 
of the New York clearing house. The excep- 
tion was seven years ago, when the banks had 
a reserve of $64,000,000. A reserve in excses 
of the amount required by Jaw is calculated to 
inspire confidence in the but when the 
excess reaches such enormous figures as are 
exhibited in the statement for the past week 
it must be confessed that it 1s not synonymous 
with a healthy state of grade.

NEW YORK, November 4.—We try to draw 
the line where conservatism in expression of 
Op-Mion on the markets should beg.n and end, 
and in putting forth our views of late we have 
tried to temper them in such a way with lig- 
ures and facts, sv as to show that if tae re- 
suits prove d.ffereat from what we expected 
being bullish that woud be perhaps as co 
relia is at Wou.d be perhaps as cuon- 
Vincing ‘to others as to ourseives Laat prices 
ought to be better. In other words, we have 
given the daia upon wh.ch we have believed 
wod do beiieve on b.gher markets. We have 
taken the position that a great deal of bear 
argumeut lus been based, first because of a 
pretty b.g speculative short interest, both 
here and at New Orleans, ‘that has been sojfd 
at considerably lower prices and they fiatural- 
ly are anXious to have the market back to 
those pr.ces, but which in ‘our op.nion they 
will never realize, provided, of course, that 
our impress.ons of the Movement aad the spot 
deinand to be deve.oped will be confirmed. 
A great deal of the bear feeling jis due to 
the reliance upon the old theory which has 
been confirmed by a number of years’ experi- 
ence, that cotton would go to the ports and 
interior po.nts during October, November and 
December with a rush and a desire to sell on 
the part of the ower that would bring about 
the depression that usually followed. The 
south today is a very different south from 
that of a few years ago, and because, as we 
said shortiy since, American cotion has to 
provide for all the banking and speculative 
short interests in four fuiure markets, be 
sides practically clothing the world with ecot- 
ton goods, it does look as though the time had 
been realized for the southern people to obtain 
a better price than the price at which those 
people who. have been selling it for the last 
six momths were witling to aliow. We called 
attention a few. days ago also to the fact that 
only twice since 1849 had middling cotton in 
this market sold below Sec. It makes no dif- 
ference, however, whether the movement is 
large or small, or whether the idea of the 
crop sbould be e'ght or seven millions, provid- 
ed the spinners ia this country and Europe do 
not consume the cotton itself, and unless Eu- 
rope especially ignores the eight m:liion esti- 
mate there certainty seems good reason for 
supposing that there should be a spot demand 
that would carry prices higher. The position 
here is about as foliows: The cotton that 
comes here is, except a very small proportion, 
cotton that belongs to the people who brng 
it here on contracts against which they have 
sold at the time of its purchase. and, there. 
fore, while brought here for bamking and for 
the protection of ‘tthe particular contract re- 
ferred to, it affords protection for the very 
large short interest that always exists here 
more or less, for local, New Orleans and En- 
ropean account. We suppose there are twenty- 
five firms here who own practically the New 
York stock always, and the selling during the 
spring and summer that takes place specula- 
tively is based upon the ‘dea that the usnal 
amount of cotton wou'd be hroucht to New 
York by the same people during the fali and 
winter, and that the owners of the spot cot- 
ton would tender, as usual. as each month 
heeame current, and by enabling them to cover 
their own sales and transferring to other 
months. thus enable the speculative shorts to 
do the same thing. We see now a short inter- 
est here perhaps very near, if notas large as 
one vear ago, and the stock of actual cotton 
121.0 bales less than this day last vear. and 
with the southern spot market above#a parity 
with this market, owing to the greater finan- 
cial independence of the southern people, and 
it becomes a serious qnestion as to the conmdi- 
tion of things that might arse if the short

How Great Men Appear in the Game of 
Masks and Faces. 


THE SUBLIME AND THE RIDICULOUS. 


A Modern Glimpse at Ancient Greatness 
Puts the Laugh on Menof History and 
Disproves a Poet’s Sentiment. 


Lives of great men all remind us 
We can wake our lives sublime. 
—Longfellow. 

It’s the veriest nonsense. Now, how in 
the world the immortal poet could have ever 
s0 unscrupulously blindfolded his brain and 
hoodooed his conscience into making any 
such foolhardy remark as that quoted in 
solid nonpareil above is a mystery to the 
mind that has given it a serious thought. 
Great men, as a rule, the world over have 
left anything but sublimity on the pages of 
the diary of their private lives. Their 
greatness can be traced alone to the pro- 
ducts of genius, and genius too often is 
but another name for that unbalanced con- 
dition of the human mind sometimes termed 
“seatter-brain” and  “‘fly-up-the-creek.” 
Sublimity takes with it an idea of good- 
ness, and goodness is not even a third 
cousin to the word greatness, according to 
the erratic, perhaps, but surely positive, 
acceptation of the terms of humankind 
in all history. 

Shakespeare is called a great man, and 
so he was, but there is but little recorded 
in his private life to be taken as a spir-

itual inspiration to make our lives sublime. 
He had his faults—unconquered faults— 
which would make our lives anything but 
sublime if as freely indulged. He was a 
failure as an actor, some of his biographers 
gay, and certainly this branch of his life 
could not inspire even “Atlanta’s own 
Scott Thornton” to make his life sublime. 

John Milton was a great man, but he 
Was not the good man he has been held up 
to be, if the biographers, who even them- 
selves call him good, tell the truth about his 
home life. He was flogged at _ school 
just as-mercifssly- as amy modern Peck’s 
bad boy, and treated his first wife so. un- 
kindly she ran away from him only to 
return, woman like, when she heard he was 
going to get a divorce and marry another 
woman. He used to make his danghters 
read to him when he had lost his own 
eyes and taxed their lives so in his self- 
ishness that they are all said to have had 
no love for him. What is there sublime in 
a life like this? 

Robert Burns was a dear good fellow 
and a great fellow, but who can make 
his life sublime setting the life of the 
“peasant poet” up as a model with the 
genius left off. Of course anybody can 
take a half dozen drinks of Scotch whisky, 
as did the immortal bard, and fancy for 
the time he has made his life sublime, but 
when he wakes up next morning in a De 
ecatur street alley and is marched down 
to Judge Andy Calhoun’s court to fork 
over $3 and costs for a plain, unvarnished 
drunk and then goes to Tyner’s drug store to 
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spend his last nickel for a sobering glass 
of phosphate and soda, he will realize 
that sublimity is a pious fraud, taken in 
big doses like this. 

Napoleon lLonaparte was a great man, 
but when the cold murmur of the sea lull- 
ed his eyes into eternal sleep out there in 
his cheerless prison home on St. Helena, 
what would he have given for a thimbleful 
of sublimity to pour over his brilliant life 
record and blot out the greatness with a few 
precious drops of goodness? 

Julius Ceasar was great; but even while 
rendering unto Ceasar that which is Cea- 
saur’s we must not forget that he was un- 
scrupulously ambitious and that sublimity 
like ambition “should be made of sterner 
stuff.”’ 

Great was Lord Byron; but his greatness 
was in his verse. Voor old Byron, aniser- 
able misanthrope of a fellow, who can mear 
the story of his saddened tife without say- 
ing, “O, the pity of it!’ Wretched wand- 
erer on the face of the earth, where is the 
sublime to come from out of a life like his? 
“I love not the world, nor the world me,” 
he said, and if such a sentiment can inspire 
one to make his life sublime, then preachers 
may well throw away the blessed word of 
God, and reverse the tactics of the divine 
command, “Love your neighbors as your- 
self .”’ 

No, no, no! Greatness is not goodness 
and genius is 2 sinner!

Oh man! while in thy early years, 
liow prodigal of time!

Forget his locks, forget his age. 

Hear him again give vent to his baccha- 
nalian roclivities thusly: 

When I drink, the bliss is mine— 
There's Diiss in every drop of wine! 
All other joys that i have known, 
I've scarcely dared to call my own: 
But this the Fates can ne'er destroy, 
’Till Death o’ershadows all my joy. 

Its a funny thing to tell, but Tom Moore 
mixed a little in politics. He even became 
consul to the Bermuda islands, and Il 
dreampt I saw him in the roll of-an office 
seeker when he was after the place. 
Armed with a pocket full of endorsements 
and with a wondrous faculty for perpe- 
trating the buttonhole act, he was more 
successful than the average Georgia poli- 
tician of modern times, not excepting Mr. 
B. M. Blackburn, the only original Cleve- 
land man in Georgia, for Moore got the 
place he wanted. 

But Moore was too fickle. So in his love 
affairs and so in serious life—love affairs 
don’t belong to serious life. I dreampt 
of him when that night his best girl had 
told him in the usual way she would al- 
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ways be a sister to him he went home 
and penned these distressing lines: 
The time I’ve lost in wooing, 
In watching and pyrsuing 
The light that les 
In woman's eyes 
Has been my heart’s undoing. 

Moore, like most of the great men whose 
“lives remind us we can make our lives 
sublime,” lived with a regret after all his 
conviviality, which he made known in the 
following sigh: 

All that’s bright must fade, 
The brightest though the fleetest; 
Ail that’s sweet ‘was nade 
But to be lost when sweetest. 
Shakespeare a Scott Thornton. 

If there is anything about the life of 
William Shakespeare, aside from his poeti- 
cal productions more sublime than another, 
surely it was his sublime failure as an act- 
or in his earlier days. Ina fanciful dream 
of the sublime and the ridiculous, there- 
fore, it is no wonder that one can see him 
so vividly striding across some weather- 
beaten ‘stage as does Scott Thornton in 
“The Fool’s Revenge. 

Poor Shakespeare! How pitiable the 
spectacle as he pulls his toga about his 
pink tights and stands there trembling be- 
neath the hisses of d@ much abused theater- 
going public, and shivering like the little 
lamb left out in the cold when a kind provi- 
dence had forgotten to “temper the wind” 
to its shorn complexion. “Sweetest Shake- 
speare, fancy’s child,” how the cold per- 
spirations chase themselves in rapid succes- 
sion down his pointed whiskers, freezing 
like icicles in the wind that whistles 
through! 

“O, thous ‘sweet swan of Avon.’ come 
off,’ cry the merciless gods of the galler- 
ies. 

“You can’t act a little bit. Go chase 
yourself up Decatur street,” comes another 
outburst of doubtful compliments and Sir 
William has to find solace after the play-

ing, tossing in his bed and talking in his 
sleep such stuff as this: 
fo be or not to be—that is the question. 
Whether ’tis nobier, in the mind to suffer 
The stings and arrows of outrageous fortune, 
Or take up urms against a sea of troubie 

g end them, ete. 

What a medley of the sublime and the 
ridiculous, indeed, does the life of Shake- 
speare present! 

Napoleon Defying a Photographer. 

Proud, defiant fellow; is it any wonder 
that Napoleon Bonaparte made himself dis- 
‘agreeable—sublimely disagreeable—arouhcd 
the house at times! Some miserable artist 
of a sculptor has chiseled him out in a piece 
of marble entitied “Napoleon Defying a 
Brewery.* but sticking a little closer to 
history, it is easier to see him in the mind’s 
eye detying the photographer who tried to 
tuke his picture for Josephine. 

He couldn’t be coaxed into it by hook or 
crook, so the biographer writes, until Jose- 
phine took him in her lap and held him fast 
while the artist danced lightly to the right 
and left exclaiming, when he had finally 
fixed his focus, as ali photographers ex- 
clainy stereotypically, “A little more anima- 
tion. please!” 

What a sad boy he must have been! Why, 
it is even told that he was the roughest 
fellow at school and used to break out 
more window panes with snowballs than all 
the other boys put together! 

An average young America of today has 
a record of broken window panes to his 
father’s credit, and yet we are told to go 
to such deeds of greatness as these to get 
inspiration to make our lives sub{ime. : 

The story is plain and cheap! But it 
runs on and on with no ending. Shelley 
won't wait for consumption to kill him but 
commits suicide; Byron lives a life of mis- 
ery caused by having:too big a bump of 
egotism in his phrenological makeup, and 
sinks to earth gs he had hoped so often to 
do “With no officious mourners near;” 
Julius Caesar crosses the Rubicon and 
raises Cain generally until Brutus, himself, 
a wretched conspirator, kills him because 


the Great dies drunk at a banquet; Car- 
‘yle, always disagreeable, sends his wife out 
of the house to stop the neighbors’ dogs 
from barking and finds only after her death 
how he loved her, and yet how miserable 
he made home life for her—the story thus 
runs on, and on! 

There may be some strange, mysterious 
glimpses of truth in the word of the poet 
that such lives as these teach us we can 
make our own lives sublime, but I haven't 
yet found the microscope of sufficient pow- 
er to disclose that truth. On the contrary, 
lives of the world’s great men seem to 
tell us poor mortals without their genius 
— can make our lives anything but sub- 
ime, 


And departing leave behind us 
Footprints on the sands. of time.

He could almost stop a clock with profane 
abuse of [t In words. At the breaking out of 
the rebellion he and his companious developed 
into stanch upion mep, ald were dangerously 
‘neensed at the slurs cast at the New York 
Fire Zouaves by rebel sympathizers after the 
first battle of Bull Run. Among the most 
reckless of the southeravers on the Comstock 
was Tom Andrews, who openly expressed 
his gratification at the rough handling of 
the Fire Zouaves by his confederate friends, 
One morning Tom strode wijest.cally into a 
restaurant on C street, Virginia City, and 
discovered DBirdsnll breakfasting on codfish 
balls. With a sneer at the dish and a remark 
that no gentleman would eat the yankee 
compound, Tom seated himself at an adjoin- 
joing table and ordered his breakfast. A few 
m.nutes later Birdsall ordered another plate 
of codfish balis and quietly and smilingly 
took a seat at Tom’s table. Being served, 
over the codfish he poured half a pot of mus- 
tard and about the same quantity of oil, Add- 
ing a large quantity of salt and cayenne pep- 
per, he slowly mixed the mass, while ‘Tom 
was buttering his waffles and furtively glanc- 
ing at the strange proceeding.
